1 see Arts section 



SF TG wins $755K 
in strip search suit 


Serbs 

demonize 

gays

Y ugoslav television is demoniz¬ 
ing Western leaders by accusing 
them of being gay, according a 
leading gay rights advocate in Bel¬ 
grade. Dusan Maljkovic, a 23-year- 
old openly gay student, journalist, 
and gay rights advocate living in the 
Yugoslav capital, said the Serbian 
media is now targeting gay people at 
unprecedented levels. 

“The Serbian media accused the 
leaders of the West to be gay or les¬ 
bian, and presented it as a ‘sexual 
perversion’ and ‘mental disorder,’ so 
all our efforts to change the opinion 
of the Serbian population towards 
accepting homosexuality as a nor¬ 
mal aspect of sexuality are now de¬ 
stroyed,” Maljkovic said. 

According to Maljkovic, the Ser¬ 
bian government often uses the ‘gay 
card’ to slur political opponents. “In 
the propaganda war among the re¬ 
publics of the former Yugoslavia, 
the Serbian side used homosexuali¬ 
ty for the making of the Western re¬ 
public of former Yugoslavia. For ex¬ 
ample, stories on the alleged homo¬ 
sexuality of Slovenian prime minis¬ 
ter Janez Drnovsek were published 
very often,” he said. 

Maljkovic, who is on the executive 
committee of the Campaign Against 
Homophobia, worries that gays and 
lesbians are now in more danger 
than ever as a result of the war. 

“Since the most radical national 
homogenization of Serbia is taking 
place, anyone that doesn’t fit the 
standard model of the strong man 
defending his native land, deter¬ 
mined to fight for it until the last 
drop of blood, is a possible victim of 
discrimination, ranging from verbal 
insults to physical violence and even 
murder,” he said. He fears that 
things will only get worse. “We ex¬ 
pect a greater discrimination after 
the war, and the banning of all gay 
activism.” 

While legislation outlawing ho¬ 
mosexual acts was repealed in 1994, 
much of Serbia remains highly ho¬ 
mophobic. According to Maljkovic, 
there are few openly gay Serbians 
because “gay people here are dis¬ 
criminated on all levels of society.” 

Employment discrimination is 
also a paramount concern: “People 
can be fired because it is found out 
that they are gay, usually with some 
other explanation. “According to a 
report issued by the Campaign 
Against Homophobia, Serbian po¬ 
lice stations “hold files on gays and 
lesbians, with their photographs 
and fingerprints,” and often use “il¬ 
legal methods such as phone tap¬ 
ping, interceptance of mail, etc. to 
compile lists of suspected homosex¬ 
uals.” ▼

T hey are described as heroes, athletes 
making a difference, going the long 
haul, testing their endurance, and all 
for a cause.

Her brother, Nestor, died in 1996. She has 
participated in AIDS Rides in his memory. 

Many like her see the AIDS Ride as a 
physical way of proving their active partici¬ 
pation in an event “to undergo a physical 
challenge.” 

The brochure claims 25,000 people have 
participated in the nationwide events, rais-

A federal jury in San Francisco awarded 
$750,000 in damages Friday, April 16 
to a post-operative transgender 
woman who sued the city, the San 
Francisco Sheriff’s Department, and two 
deputies saying she was illegally strip 
searched following a prostitution arrest in 


ing $55 million. On another page, though, 
33,000 riders are credited with raising $90 
million. 

But the net profits are much lower, and in 
almost half a dozen events over the past two 
years, while numbers are tossed around, one 
fact remains clear: most of the proceeds from 
these enormous bicycling events never go to 
AIDS charities. 

Despite this, thousands of people regu¬ 
larly participate, and thousands more donate 
money and volunteer, some for years. These 
incredibly complex events have been pro¬ 
duced in cities throughout America. 

But not without a few snafus. On his web¬ 
site journal recounting his trek, Todd Davis, 
a Boston-New York rider, described how rid¬ 
ers Were treated in 1995 as they arrived in 
Manhattan. 

“The first 200 riders in were supposed to 
cross the street, ride up the pier and wave,” 
he wrote. “The person pointing us where to 
go got confused. She waved us out onto the 
wrong pier. It was lined with garbage trucks. 
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June 1996. The jury also found against sher¬ 
iff’s Deputy Fred Lew and awarded $5,000 
in punitive damages during the penalty 
phase of the trial Monday, April 19. 

The jury did not find against the other 
deputy, Kirk Fowlis. 

The plaintiff, Victoria Schneider, “was 
completely vindicated,” said her attorney 
Nanci Clarence, who filed the suit alleging 
Schneider’s civil rights had been violated 
when she was strip searched on orders from 
Lew to confirm her gender. 

“It’s a great message,” Clarence told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “It says to us the jury 
completely believed Victoria’s account of 
that night.” 

Of the punitive damages against Lew, 
Clarence said, “It sends a message to him to 
deter him from reckless disregard of her 
rights.” 

The weeklong trial that started last Mon¬ 
day, April 12, was held in U.S. District Court 
before federal Judge Maxine M. Chesney. 
The jury of four women and three men de¬ 
liberated approximately two hours follow¬ 
ing testimony, Clarence said. 

Schneider was elated following the deci¬ 
sion. “I’m grateful somebody believed me,” 
she told the B.A.R. 

Schneider and Clarence said they inter¬ 
viewed several jurors after the verdict and 
they were told the jurors immediately found 
Schneider was unlawfully strip searched. 
“Three women jurors wholeheartedly be¬ 
lieved me,” Schneider said. 

“They [jurors] told us they found the 
deputies’ conduct frightening,” Clarence 
said, adding that jurors in federal cases are 
selected from throughout the northern part 
of the state and not just from San Francis¬ 
co. 

Clarence said she expects the city to ap¬ 
peal the decision. “I have no doubt they’ll 
appeal. They just don’t get it; the jury has 
spoken.” 

Pat Mahoney, chief trial deputy with the 
City Attorney’s office, told the B.A.R. that the 
city plans to file post-trial motions “to ad¬ 
dress our concerns with the size of the ver¬ 
dict, which we believe was caused by errors in 
directions to the jurors.” He also said under 
the government code, the city has the discre¬ 
tion to pay the $5,000 judgment against Lew,

Court denies lesbian parental rights

A California appeals court 
ruled Tuesday, April 20 that 
a lesbian who helped her fe¬ 
male partner raise two children 
before the couple split up is a 
nonparent who has no visitation 
rights. The Alameda County case 
has been closely watched by gay- 
rights advocates who had hoped 
California courts would follow 
decisions in other states that have 
granted parental rights to former 
members of same-sex couples. 

Presiding Justice Daniel Han¬ 
lon of the 1st District Court of Ap¬ 
peal in San Francisco issued the 
opinion in the Alameda County 


case, in which plaintiff “Kathleen 
C.” had sought visitation rights 
and contact with two children she 
helped raise with her ex-partner, 
“Lisa W.” The judge reportedly ac¬ 
knowledged that Kathleen C. “ex¬ 
hibited the characteristics of a de 
facto parent” while living with her 
partner and the children, but said 
he was forced to rule as he did in 
the absence of “any legislative or 
case authority granting a nonpar¬ 
ent visitation rights over the ob¬ 
jection of the biological parent 
and in the absence of any showing 
of detriment to the child.” 

Hanlon also said “the issue is 
more appropriately addressed in 
the Legislature.” 

Kathleen C. and Lisa W. started 


living together in February 1985, 
when Lisa W.’s daughter was al¬ 
most three years old. They decid¬ 
ed to have a child together by arti¬ 
ficial insemination the next year, 
and Lisa W. gave birth in 1987. 
The couple separated in 1990. 

Initially, they agreed to a visita¬ 
tion plan that let Kathleen C. have 
the children on alternate weekends. 
She visited them until Lisa W. cut 
off visitation in November 1994. 
Kathleen C. stayed in contact with 
the children, prompting Lisa W. to 
get a restraining order against her. 

Gay and lesbian couples who 
want to secure legal rights for 
both parents now can get second- 
parent adoptions, an option that 
wasn’t available to Kathleen C. ▼

Supervisor Leno wants clergy to be able 
to perform domestic partner ceremonies

S an Francisco Supervisor 
Mark Leno proposed legis¬ 
lation last Monday, April 12 
that would allow clergy in the city 
to perform domestic partner cer¬ 
emonies. Leno requested the City 
Attorney’s office to draft legisla¬ 
tion that he expects to receive in a 
couple of weeks, after which the 
matter would go to a board com¬ 
mittee for hearings. 

Leno said that the San Francis¬ 
co Administrative Code allows 
County Clerk Nancy Alfaro to 
deputize certain individuals she 
deems responsible to perform a 
domestic partner ceremony that 
the city will recognize. A member 
of the clergy does not need to be 
deputized in order for the state to 


recognize a marriage they have 
performed. 

“California law allows clergy to 
perform marriage ceremonies. 
San Francisco law should allow 
clergy to perform domestic part¬ 
ner ceremonies,” Leno said. “I 
simply want our local law to pro¬ 
vide the same ability to clergy 
with respect to domestic partners 
that state law provides to them 
with respect to marriage. 

“It should be just as easy for 
individuals who wish to be sup¬ 
portive of committed relation¬ 
ships between gays and lesbians as 
it is for them to be supportive of 
committed relationships between 
heterosexual couples,” Leno 
added. 

This request for legislation is 
the latest in Leno’s drive for equal 
rights for the lesbian, gay, bisexu¬ 


al, transgender (LGBT) commu¬ 
nity through domestic partners 
legislation. Last year he authored 
an ordinance that amended the 
police code to prohibit discrimi¬ 
nation in public accommodation 
on the basis of domestic partner 
status. On Monday, April 19 he 
introduced legislation that would 
compel the city to adjust its offi¬ 
cial forms to reflect domestic 
partners any time it reflects a 
spousal relationship. That legisla¬ 
tion now heads to committee. 
Leno had requested the City At¬ 
torney’s office to draft that legis¬ 
lation earlier this year. 

Leno also led the charge to en¬ 
sure that city departments are in 
compliance with the mayor’s ex¬ 
ecutive order banning unequal 
treatment between married cou¬ 
ples and domestic partners. T

“The San Francisco Prize Com¬ 
petition,” said Project Manager 
Edgar Lopez, “will generate ideas 
on how to convert the existing 
plaza into an exciting civic land¬ 
mark that honors the history and 
contributions of Supervisor Milk.”

Queers to march for 
Mumia on Saturday

§§ esbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender (LGBT) people 
§ M will assemble a queer con¬ 
tingent in a march this Saturday, 
April 24, opposing the death 
penalty and calling for a new trial 
for African-American activist 
Mumia Abu-Jamal, an award¬ 
winning journalist and former 
member of the Black Panther 
Party. 

A national group calling itself 
Rainbow Flags for Mumia is orga¬ 
nizing contingents for the Millions 
for Mumia March which will take 
place concurrently in Philadelphia 
and San Francisco. Over 150 indi¬ 
viduals and organizations - in¬ 
cluding the International Gay and 
Lesbian Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion, San Francisco’s Lesbian and 
Gay Insurrection, and Pride At 
Work - have endorsed the call for 
a queer contingent. 

According to Imani Henry, a 
transgender activist and national 
organizer for the Rainbow Flags 
contingent, “Lesbians, gay men, 
bisexuals, two-spirited, and trans 
peoples all experience first-hand 
some form of brutality every day. 
Whether it is the police or some 


right wing bigot, we understand 
what it means to be harassed, ar¬ 
rested, and jailed for just being 
who we are_If we allow the ex¬ 

ecution of Mumia, it will be a 
green light to the right wing 
forces, those who felt free to kill 
Matthew Shepard in Wyoming, 
Rita Hester in Boston, Billy Jack 
Gaither in Alabama, James Byrd 
in Texas, and Dr. Bernard Slepian 
in Buffalo.” 

In April, Abu-Jamal released a 
statement denouncing the recent 
wave of anti-gay and anti-trans- 
gender violence, stating, “The 
sickening attacks on gay people in 
cities across the nation recently is 
a reflection of the sickness that 
simmers at the core of the Amer¬ 
ican soul. It is here that a truly 
perverse hatred is bred, and from 
here that all attacks are launched 
against all who are seen as other. 
... This violence, which seems 
psychosexual in nature, is an at¬ 
tack on the self, that seeks to de¬ 
stroy a part of the self that threat¬ 
ens the self. From Matthew Shep¬ 
ard, to Alabama, to that bloody 
American ground that was once 
the seat of the Confederacy, Rich¬ 
mond, violence, spawned by the 
dark pit of hatred and fear, is un¬ 
leashed by men who claim a false 


and twisted ‘purity.’” 

Abu-Jamal was convicted in 
1982 for killing a white Philadel¬ 
phia police officer who had made 
a traffic stop of Abu-Jamal’s 
brother. Abu-Jamal’s supporters 
claim that the original trial was 
not conducted fairly. Supporters 
are calling for a new trial in which 
evidence uncovered since the 
original trial will be allowed to be 
presented, including evidence that 
witnesses in the original trial were 
* intimidated. 

The march comes amid a 
growing debate within the queer 
community - spurred by Shep¬ 
ard’s murder - about the death 
penalty. Last month, 11 national 
LGBT organizations issued a joint 
statement opposing capital pun¬ 
ishment. On April 5, Russell Hen¬ 
derson, one of the two men who 
confessed to taking part in Shep¬ 
ard’s killing, was sentenced to life 
in prison. ▼

Alameda supes to address treatment 
of HIV+ prisoners Wednesday

i jP he HIV in Prison Commit- 
|| tee of California will attend 
the Alameda County Board 
of Supervisors meeting Wednes¬ 
day, April 28 to demand that 
board members immediately ad¬ 
dress the treatment of HlV-posi- 
tive prisoners at the Alameda 
County jail. The group will also 
call for a resolution that will ask 
for the resignation of Alameda 
County Sheriff Charlie Plummer. 

The HIV in Prison Committee 
claims that Plummer is responsi¬ 
ble for the continuing brutaliza¬ 
tion of HIV-positive prisoners 
due to Plummer’s personal preju¬ 
dices and misunderstandings of 
individuals with HIV and AIDS. 
In addition, the committee “be¬ 
lieves it is time that all employees 


working at the jail receive proper 
training regarding the safe care 
and treatment of people living 
with HIV and AIDS,” Judy 
Greenspan, the committee’s direc¬ 
tor, told the Bay Area Reporter. 

“We also collectively call on all 
personnel within the Alameda 
County jail system to support ad¬ 
equate medical and psychiatric 
care for all jail detainees. The 
[Alameda County] board has 
been receptive to our concerns so 
far, and we believe we will make 
significant progress in improving 
the treatment of HIV-positive 
prisoners at Wednesday’s meet¬ 
ing,” Greenspan added. 

The committee has closely fol¬ 
lowed the case of Torey South, the 
37-year-old transgendered 
woman who was denied her hor¬ 
mone medication while serving a 
three-year sentence in the Califor¬ 


nia penitentiary. “South’s case has 
given us further motivation to 
monitor the California prison sys¬ 
tem,” Greenspan said. 

Due to mistreatment at the 
hands of prison guards, South 
suffered hot flashes, dizziness, 
vomiting, stretch marks, a loss of 
breast volume, and disfigurement 
of her breasts. South will be 
awarded damages from the State 
Department of Corrections due 
to her mistreatment, following a 
decision issued in U.S. District 
Court in Sacramento earlier this 
month. ▼

Stop AIDS statistics 
show a sharp rise 
in unprotected sex

Jp|| ontroversy and anxiety sur- 
m rounds the recent reports of 
the rise in unprotected anal 
sex among San Francisco gay and 
bisexual men, and the city’s Stop 
AIDS Project will hold a forum en¬ 
titled “HIV ’99 Current Trends” ad¬ 
dressing these issues this Saturday, 
April 24 from 2 to 4 p.m. at Metro¬ 
politan Community Church-San 
Francisco in the Castro. 

Stop AIDS Project released a 
report earlier this month con¬ 
ducted by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC), 
detailing sex practices among gay 
and bisexual men ranging be¬ 
tween 12 and 29 years of age. The 
report is the result of 21,857 peer- 
administered surveys conducted 
by the CDC between 1994 to the 
present with self-identified gay 
and bisexual men, and show 
sharp rises in unprotected anal 
sex. 

Because currently-adminis¬ 
tered HIV medications have not 
been in use long enough to prove 
the long-term effectiveness on the 
immune system, Stop AIDS Pro¬ 
ject is examining how the current 
trend toward unprotected anal sex 
could lead to a “second wave” of 
HIV/AIDS infection and illness. 

“We endeavor to address the 
possibility of a second wave of in¬ 
fections,” said forum organizer 
Darlene Weide of Stop AIDS Pro¬ 
ject, “and our group of speakers 
will place great focus on this the¬ 
ory.” 

“The CDC report,” Stop AIDS 
Project Executive Director Timo¬ 
thy Leifield told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter," is a clear sign that preven¬ 
tion efforts are needed now more 
than ever. Community-based pre¬ 
vention efforts must address the 
ongoing restlessness that many 
gay and bi men feel around safe 
sex.” 

The upsurge in unprotected 
sex has received wide attention in 
recent months, yet this report is 
unique in that it shows specific 
data regarding increases in un¬ 
protected anal sex among a gen¬ 
eration that has not experienced 
infection and death in propor¬ 
tions relative to generations that 
were sexually active during the 
1970s and early 1980s. 

Declining rates of HIV infec¬ 
tion and AIDS deaths is believed 
to have led to changes in behavior 
among gay and bisexual men in 
this age group, and success of 
some HIV medications and their 
impact on immune recovery has 
given rise to the belief that the 
epidemic has slowed, or at least 
taken a course where the frequen¬ 
cy of infection is low enough that 
caution becomes secondary in 
favor of greater sexual pleasure. 

“There are many indications 
that as the epidemic continues to 
shift course through advances in 
AIDS-related treatments, so do 
the sexual practices of gay and bi¬ 
sexual men in San Francisco,” Lei¬ 
field added. “We must commit 
ourselves to reverse this trend to 
prevent the loss of yet another 
generation of gay and bisexual

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men.” 

Leifield cautioned that the 
news of changing sex practices 
among gay and bisexual men 
should not be used to condemn 
gay men’s sexuality, but rather in¬ 
spire the community with infor¬ 
mation that can help develop un¬ 
derstanding of the epidemic and 
the lives of those most affected by 
it. 

“The speakers we have lined up 
are a really exciting group and 
some of the best voices in the 
country who deal with the com¬ 
plicated issues surrounding the 
current state of HIV and AIDS,” 
said Weide. “The forum also is an 
opportunity to allow community 


members to talk about how they 
feel current prevention methods 
are working. The questions we 
want to answer are ‘should we 
continue to address HIV and 
AIDS as planned?’ or ‘do we need 
to make significant changes in our 
approaches to HIV and AIDS?”’ T

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A lesson learned at school 


T uesday evening the B.A.R. got a sud¬ 
den torrent of phone calls and e-mails 
asking if we knew anything about the 
sexuality of the teenagers who shot up their 
high school in Colorado. We didn’t, and it 
seemed nobody really did at the time - but 
that didn’t stop some people from making 
the inflammatory statement that the guys 
were gay. 

Apparently, at least one on-air news re¬ 
porter in Colorado made the statement, and 
Internet soil pipe Matt Drudge contributed 
with some contrived “scoop” that con¬ 
tributed to a sudden feeling of dread in the 
stomachs of lesbians and gays across the 
country. Our community knows all too well 
that most of our murder victims are quick¬ 
ly forgotten (Matthew Shepard being the 
notable exception) but our murderers live 
on in infamy. And those of us who have fol¬ 
lowed previous school shootings are aware 
that the gunman (gunhoy, actually) in one 
case is rumored to be gay. 

That, it is said, is what reportedly 
prompted Michael Carneal’s rampage in Pa¬ 
ducah, Kentucky: the rumor that he was gay. 
The gossip surfaced long before he turned 
violent, in what his classmates must now 
consider the “good old days” when he simply 
suffered; like most kids who are queer or 
perceived to be queer, he tolerated whispers 
and giggles and the occasional physical 
manifestation of homophobia until one day 
he became unlike the others. He snapped 
and started firing, perhaps killing the ones 
who had taunted him and made his life hell 
(believing all along that, as heterosexuals, 
that was somehow their collective 
birthright) but also shooting up bystanders 
who couldn’t get out of the way of his rage. 

Homophobia kills, again and again, in 
odd ways. It killed Matt Shepard and Billy 
Jack Gaither and Louis Pearson (the man 
who was tortured to death at a park near 
Ukiah one year ago this May 2) and Brian 
Wilmes (who was killed outside a San Fran¬ 
cisco gay bar in November, and whose killer 
is going to trial this week). It probably killed 
Eric Keller, who was beaten to death in a 
field outside Vacaville in January, presum¬ 


ably by the man who left sperm inside 
Keller’s body - whoever did that is still at 
large, as far as anyone knows. 

But the Paducah school shooting also 
shows that homophobia can kill 
those it infects, and random vic¬ 
tims. It is a malignant and un¬ 
predictable force that nobody , 
should consider harmless, and 
parents should immunize their 
kids against it at all costs - whether 
those kids are the likely perpetrators or 
the likely recipients. 

Unfortunately, the grief- 
crazed parents of Paducah are 
busily looking just about every¬ 
where else for a culprit. The day 
before the gunfire broke out in Colorado, the 
Kentucky parents filed a lawsuit charging the 
Hollywood entertainment industry (specifi¬ 
cally the film The Basketball Diaries ), video 


games, and Internet porn sites with com¬ 
plicity. As attorney Jack Thompson put it, 
“We intend to hurt Hollywood. We intend to 
hurt the video game industry. We intend to 
hurt the sex porn sites.” 

But not homophobia, which was re¬ 
ally a million times more responsible 
for the carnage. 

Perhaps this is a good time to 
state unequivocally that we do not 
consider Carneal, or any other 
schoolyard killers, heroes or martyrs. 
They deserve the full force of the 
law for what they did. But it 
does no good to pretend that 
their actions arose out of a 
vacuum, or even from their 
televisions and computers, in cases where 
it really arises from the attitudes of politi¬ 
cians and civic “leaders” who demonize 
gays and lesbians. ▼ 




It’s time to clean up the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation

H n July 1998, the Harvey Milk Lesbian, 

Gay, Bisexual, Transgender (LGBT) De¬ 
ll mocratic Club passed a resolution ask¬ 
ing for the resignation of San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation (SFAF) Executive Direc¬ 
tor Pat Christen. Last week’s Bay Area Re¬ 
porter article, regarding numerous new 
work bias allegations, reinforces our lack of 
faith in the SFAF leadership. 

Over the past five years, SFAF workers 
have come to our organization asking for 
help. 

In 1994, workers came to the Milk Club 
to ask for support and to debate the issue of 
unionization with management. At that 
meeting, the Milk Club discovered manage¬ 
ment was manipulating figures to hide that 
certain communities had little representa¬ 
tion, including HIV-positive members on 
their own board of directors. 

In 1998 workers came because the Vida 
y Movimiento program was cut without any 
input from the affected community. Latino 
clients were outraged and did not believe 
management’s rationale that it wanted to 
avoid the duplication of services. Clients 
signed a petition demonstrating their dis¬ 
satisfaction with the foundation. A worker 
was actually fired for making the issue pub¬ 
lic at the California AIDS Ride. 

The foundation has been duplicitous in 
their dealings with the LGBT community. 
They hide client surveys from the public. 
They place former managers on the board 


of directors that should include members of 
the community. They’ve been oppressive in 
their labor management relations; new poli¬ 
cies prevent employees from working with 
their communities for fear of retaliation. It 
was only a matter of time before one of 
their own managers came forward with se¬ 
crets regarding their management process, 
as was reported in last week’s story. 

Of primary concern is that most 
of the management team at SFAF is 
not LGBT, nor do they live in San 
Francisco. Yet they facilitate most 
of our AIDS policy on a local and 
nationwide level. As president of 
the Milk Club, I spoke with an 
SFAF manager to let him 
know of our member¬ 
ship’s request for the cur¬ 
rent executive director to 
resign. I related the frustration that mem¬ 
bers felt in that the foundation’s problems 
had been going on for years. The Milk Club 
needed to share a message that SFAF lead¬ 
ership has failed our community. 

His response: ”If you have nothing better 
to do than pass resolutions about the foun¬ 
dation then go ahead.” This patronizing re¬ 
sponse is demonstrative of the problematic 
relationship SFAF has with the LGBT com¬ 
munity. 

As a former SFAF employee, I’ve experi¬ 
enced the same harassment and disrespect 
they have shown to many in our communi¬ 
ty. When I became active in voicing my con¬ 
cerns regarding much of the above, SFAF 
engaged in a calculated attempt to reduce 
my position and force me to quit. The client 
services director made Erik Dubon (the for¬ 


mer manager alleging workplace bias and 
my supervisor in the Vida Y Movimiento) 
lower my performance evaluations. Pro¬ 
gram Director Rene Durazzo required Erik 
Dubon to change my job description in 
order to write me out of the Latino case 
management program. Two other workers 
and I filed EEOC charges at SFAF for dis¬ 
crimination. When I finally left SFAF, the 
foundation’s representative physician tried 
to force me to take an HIV test as part of a 
routine disability leave examina- 
tion. The SFAF human resources 
director had not informed him 
that it was against the law to do 
this. I filed a charge at the 
Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion to prevent them 
from doing this to any¬ 
one else. 

During this time, the Harvey Milk LGBT 
Democratic Club was the only LGBT group 
that supported the workers’ efforts to re¬ 
ceive decent treatment and respect at SFAF, 
including domestic partners benefits equiv¬ 
alent to the spousal benefits provided. The 
Milk Club’s support brought me into polit¬ 
ical activism. I’m honored to now serve as 
president of the Milk Club. 

It is unlikely that things will change at 
SFAF unless the leadership does. A lawsuit 
might be the only way to resolve the current 
conflict, but as an organization responsive 
to and working for the benefit of our com¬ 
munity, SFAF should have never gotten to 
this acrimonious point. The community’s 
concerns must come first. The ongoing fail¬ 
ure of SFAF management’s to do so deeply 
saddens us. ▼ 
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Parasite, out of mind 

After reading that the San Francisco Board of Su¬ 
pervisors decreed April “STD Awareness Month,” in 
large part because treatable STDs are now known to 
significantly enhance the risk for becoming infected 
with HIV ( B.A.R. April 9), I navigated to the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Healths web page only to find that the 
third most prevalent STD in the Western world was 
missing from their otherwise complete roster of vagi¬ 
nal, penile, and rectal infections. 

This omission is alarming given that the depart¬ 
ment’s own 10-year study of 268 gay men living in 
San Francisco showed that intestinal parasites - a sex¬ 
ually acquired disease among gay and bisexual men - 
are a significant risk factor for AIDS (1989 Int. Conf. 
AIDS, 5:96; abstract M.A.P.lll). This finding, con¬ 
firmed by three other studies, including a large-scale 
and carefully controlled investigation carried out by 
epidemiologists at UCSF, adds to the belief expressed 
by many AIDS researchers that HIV itself is oppor¬ 
tunistic, requiring concomitant infections that acti¬ 
vate the very cells the virus invades. As one noted fed¬ 
eral AIDS researcher sums it up, “If I were a gay man 
infected with parasites, I’d definitely get rid of the 
parasites.” 

First described as bone fide STDs in 1968, intesti¬ 
nal parasites were 10 years later found to have a 
prevalence of 48 percent in gay men living in New 
York City but only 5 percent in nearly 6,000 hospital 
controls. By the 1980s, parasites had spread to sever¬ 
al million gay men in major cities all over 
the world. So novel and widespread was 
the epidemic that, on the eve of AIDS in 
1978, tropical disease specialist Ben Kean 
of the New York University-Cornell 
Medical School warned: “The difficulty in 
making a diagnosis, inadequate thera¬ 
py, failure to alert potential victims, and 
official neglect of the epidemic have 
combined to create a dangerous situa¬ 
tion.” Kean was angry that the New York 
City Department of Health and the Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention in Atlanta were giving 
parasites - and the gay men they infected - short 
shrift. 

For a while in the mid-1980s, the San Francisco 
DPH made a concerted effort to educate the gay com¬ 
munity about parasites; how they are transmitted 
(through feces), diagnosed (through stool samples), 
and treated (antibiotics). Flyers with titles like “Para¬ 
sites make strange bedfellows” and “I don’t live in the 
tropics ... so why do I have parasites?” were promi¬ 
nently displayed at the city’s health clinics, and 
screening for parasites - an expensive proposition - 
was free. DPH ads, warning that safer sex practices 
aimed at preventing exposure to HIV did not protect 
against parasites, appeared in at least one issue of the 
B.A.R. (8/1/85). 

All that fell to the wayside for reasons only public 
health officials can answer. But the consequence was 
predictable: the epidemic of parasites is still with us in 
full force. A recent survey in New York City found in 
that the rates of Giardia were highest in Chelsea and 
the West Village among homosexual men, of which 
only 10 percent were HIV-positive. The crude rate for 
this intestinal parasite was, in fact, off the scale in 
these areas, exceeding 500 per 100,000 (by compari¬ 
son, the city average for adult women was 20 per 
100,000). Since these are only reported cases, the true 
incidence of Giardia in gay men must be substantial¬ 
ly higher. 

To their credit, SOMA sex clubs are stepping in 
where the CDC and large city health departments are 
not bothering to go. One busy club prominently in¬ 
cludes parasite information in their explicit, copy¬ 
righted, STD pamphlets. At least two have a policy 
forbidding rimming, the major but not only way par¬ 
asites are transmitted. 

Fortunately, despite the DPH’s reluctance to in¬ 
clude parasites in their STD website, physicians at the 
city’s health clinics are aware of the problem and can 
answer questions gay men may have about this STD, 
which currently affects more persons in this country 
than gonorrhea, syphilis, and hepatitis combined.

I wish all 
these airlines would adopt the domestic partners law, 
because it is just and much overdue. But it is unfair to 
single out one and ignore the others. 

To be fair, the boycott presently directed at United 
should also be applied to other members of the ATA 
To pick on one of these airlines as the only one that is 
in opposition to the SF law, and ignore the others that 
have the same policy, is using bullying tactics and is 
grossly unjust. I believe there is an obligation to in¬ 
form people of the entire story. 

United has sponsored the Academy of Friends gala 
several times. United has also sponsored AIDS walks 
and the AIDS Memorial Quilt. It is the offi¬ 
cial airline of the San Francisco Men’s 
| Chorus. It’s customer service department 
is gay friendly. They were the first to form 
an employee gay and lesbian group. They 
also offered to fly you to Matthew Shep¬ 
ard’s funeral. So all this hysteria about 
United being homophobic just doesn’t 
ring true. 

Another bit of misinformation is the 
collusion, partnership, and cooperation 
between the Pat Robertson-led ACLJ and United Air¬ 
lines.

Do me a favor and stop referring to San Francisco 
as gay Mecca!! What is so gay about a place where the 
government prohibits bathhouses with locked doors 
because they feel adult men should not be allowed to 
make decisions about their own bodies? What is so 
gay about a city that involves its Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works in a systematic destruction of natural areas 
in parks to prevent the possibility of cruising? What is 
so gay about a city where gay gyms post sigjis saying 
sexual activity forbidden and then monitor its mem¬ 
bers to see if anyone is too intimate? What is so gay 
about a city that closes public toilets in order to pre¬ 
vent tearoom cruising? What is so gay about a city 
that allows businesses to create their own police forces 
to harass and entrap gay men? What is so gay about a 
culture that celebrates diversity but destroys that di¬ 
versity by selling out to multinational corporations 
for profit? What is so gay about a community that is 
more concerned about the streets being clean than it 
is about the plight of members of its own communi¬ 
ty who are down and out? What is so gay about a 
community that is more concerned about keeping 
light poles free of fliers than it is about First Amend¬ 
ment rights or the ability to communicate with each 
other? 

No, I am not just another old queen on a soapbox 
wishing to return to the 1970s. I live in Germany and 
have returned to San Francisco because my new part¬ 
ner has never seen the city. I am both embarrassed 
and ashamed of what he will find compared to his life 
in Germany. In Germany, because of a .cooperation 
between police and the gay community, cruising areas 
in public parks are protected as a gay cultural phe¬ 
nomenon. Tearoom cruising is also allowed because 
there is no desire to stop the behavior of consenting 
adults. Bathhouses exist in every city with locked 
rooms and have been one of the major avenues for 
safer sex education. To engage in sex with a gay Ger¬ 
man man will almost always result in a condom being 
used for anal sex without discussion. This is a result of 
a culture that has allowed its people to take responsi¬ 
bility for their own actions instead of playing parent. 
The new government has approved gay marriage in 
line with the European Parliament directive for all 
member states to initiate full equality under the law 
for lesbians and gay men. 

The thing that offends me the most about my re¬ 
turn to San Francisco is to witness the amount of 
complicity among gay men in our own oppression. 
Gay men are reporting other gay men for “objection¬ 
able behavior” simply because the rule exists against 
that behavior. On America Online gay men will have 
other gay men’s accounts canceled for something 
erotic in their profile. At street fairs people in our own 
community try to censor materials for being to sexu¬ 
ally explicit because a child might see it! I even heard 
a discussion between two gay men in their 20s about 
how gay men my age were responsible for the AIDS 
epidemic because of our promiscuity. Like the rest of 
America, San Francisco has sunk to new lows in the 
attempt to keep the nation on the right moral track. 
Like the rest of the country people are too busy in 
their struggles to make more money. They can’t be 
bothered with anything that doesn’t oppress them 
personally. So I have come home to find that gay and 
lesbian is now defined as one man and one man, or 
one woman and one woman. All of those years of 
protesting and putting our lives on the line for equal¬ 
ity have lead instead to the annihilation of our 
uniqueness and the assimilation into the mainstream 
instead of acceptance. So now it is no longer them 
against us, it is us against us! 

The only hope for America and for San Francisco 
will be when that 70 percent of the population who 
said they really didn’t care about Monica and Bill get 
off their collective asses and do something. And I 
don’t mean go shopping!!

Supes on First, Sisters safe at home 

[The following was sent to the Board of Supervisors] 

We would like to take this opportunity to thank 
you for the leadership and courage you exhibited in 
defending the closure of Castro Street on Easter Sun¬ 
day to observe the historic anniversary of the found¬ 
ing of the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence. The Alice B. 
Toklas Lesbian and Gay Democratic Club will re¬ 
member those who remained steadfast in defense of 
the First Amendment and the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity despite the high volumes of calls and letters to 
encourage you to do otherwise. 

For 20 years the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence 
have merged street theater, political activism, and a 
drag sensibility to provoke, heal, outrage, comfort, 
humor, mobilize, challenge, and entertain a large seg¬ 
ment of the city of San Francisco. They are frequent¬ 
ly lauded for their fundraising efforts on behalf of nu¬ 
merous community causes. However, it should also 
be noted that the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence were 
often the first of groups to recognize a community 
issue, embrace a cause or call our community to ac¬ 
tion. 

It is unfortunate that the hierarchy of the Catholic 
Church chose the Sisters’ exercise of free speech and 
political involvement as a media flash point and as a 
call to arms for other organized religious organiza¬ 
tions. It is noteworthy that so many religious leaders 
and lay persons invested an exorbitant amount of en¬ 
ergy, public relations skills, and political capital to ex¬ 
press their misplaced outrage. Outrage directed at a 
group who dress as nuns, raise money for the sick, 
champion equal rights and opportunities for all, and 
encourage all communities to embrace one another’s 
struggles. 

Notice the lack of focused Christian outrage and 
moral mobilization to decry the hostile political and 
ecumenical actions of the Reverend Fred Phelps of 
Kansas and his followers when they have protested at 
the funerals of persons who have died of AIDS and of 
victims murdered by gay bashers, like Matthew Shep¬ 
herd. Doubtlessly their hateful signs that proclaim 
“God Hates Fags”, “Matt’s in Hell”, “Fags Doom Na¬ 
tions” and “Gay=AIDS=Death” have given many the 
green light to discriminate and hate, if not outright 
gay bash and murder. 

Their lopsided outrage speaks volumes as to their 
view of our community. On the one hand, the church 
lambastes the Sisters’ satirizing of the church, and 
their efforts to challenge everyone to confront dogma 
and prejudice. At the same time, it goes completely 
unnoticed or unchallenged that a clergyman em¬ 
braces hatred, violence and prejudice in such an ugly, 
public, and confrontational way. 

In this coming year we anticipate that the rhetoric 
targeting the more outrageous and non-conforming 
segments of our community will intensify in an ef¬ 
fort to legitimize prejudicial assignment of second- 
class citizenship upon lesbians and gay men. The up¬ 
coming Knight initiative and the fight for gay and les¬ 
bian marriage rights will intensify these discussions 
and focus attention on our community as never be¬ 
fore. We will look to the Board of Supervisors again 
for leadership in combating the Knight initiative and 
supporting our community’s right to marry. The les¬ 
bian and gay community and our allies must remain 
united and unfaltering in the face of this fierce and 
organized opposition. Thank you for standing with 
us, on the correct side of this issue.

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Front-runners 
face obstacles

M ost national observers of 
the 2000 presidential 
campaign will tell you 
that Republican Texas Governor 
George W. Bush and Vice Presi¬ 
dent Al Gore, a Democrat, have 
their respective party’s nomina¬ 
tions all but “locked up” for the 
next national election. However, 
polls released last week now show 
that Gore appears to be suffering 
from the fallout of President Bill 
Clinton’s sins. According to a 
newly-released Pew Research 
Center Poll, Gore’s popularity 
continues to decline in part be¬ 
cause many Americans have 
a personal negative view 
of Clinton and are ex¬ 
hausted by a series of 
Clinton administration 
controversies. 

In what has to be 
heartening news for 
former New Jer¬ 
sey Senator 
Bill Bradley, 

Gore’s only 
opponent for 
the Democratic nomination, the 
Pew Poll showed that 74 percent 
of the respondents, including 
large numbers of Democrats, said 
they are “tired of all the problems 
associated with the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration.” And although the 
president’s job performance con¬ 
tinues to remain high, only 29 
percent even wish that Clinton 
could run for a third term. 

Worse, although most voters 
said they like Gore as a person 
better than Clinton, only one- 
third feel that the vice president 
cares more about their problems; 
also, significantly, Gore is not get¬ 
ting much credit for the adminis¬ 
tration’s substantive achieve¬ 
ments. Perhaps the worst news for 
Gore, however, was the poll’s find¬ 
ing that he cannot count on 
women - the heart of Clinton’s 
electoral strength - to help carry 
him to victory in 2000. 

Although Gore is not at all re¬ 
sponsible for the personal scan¬ 
dals of a sex-hungry Bill Clinton, 
there is a certain “guilt by associa¬ 
tion” rubbing off on him. More 
and more Americans - of all par¬ 
ties - continue to believe Clinton 
has such low moral character that 
Gore suffers" simply by being his 
vice president. If voters, feeling 
tired, embarrassed, and to some 
degree disgusted with the Clinton 
administration, are “ready to 
throw out the baby with the bath 
water,” Gore might end up paying 
for his boss’s personal sins come 
election day 2000. 

In the same poll, both Bush 
and Elizabeth Dole, who has 
never run for public office before, 
easily defeat Gore. Now Bradley 
appears to be gaining on Gore’s 
once-sure nomination, as many 
Democrats see him as a chance to 
“get this Clinton scandal behind 
us” once and for all. 

While it is far too early for 
Gore’s campaign people to panic, 
and indeed they discounted the 
Pew Poll as being far too early to 
be meaningful, they must recog¬ 
nize that many American voters 
are taking out their frustrations 
with Clinton on the vice presi¬ 
dent, making his road to the 
White House in 2000 difficult, if 
not impossible. 

As for Texas Governor Bush, 
many Republicans fear a “rush to 


judgment” in his case, feeling that 
their party is too quicldy crowning 
the relatively unknown younger 
Bush for their party’s nomination. 
Bush is trying to use the Texas ver¬ 
sion of the “Rose Garden strategy” 
of saying as little as possible about 
as few issues as he can, and has 
chosen to stick close to Austin as 
long as he can before taking 
stances on any issues. His biggest 
roadblock (which could ultimate¬ 
ly turn out to be Gore’s biggest 
blessing) is that nine other Repub¬ 
lican presidential hopefuls are 
eager to take potshots at him once 
he starts campaigning. 

Only last week, Pat Buchanan 
warned that he was gunning for 
the GOP front-runner 
by saying that “I’m 
going to see if ‘Junior’ 
can really take a 
punch” once the race 
gets under way and 
Bush comes out of 
hiding from the Texas 
governor’s man¬ 
sion. 

Another 
GOP candi¬ 
date, Gary 
Bauer, complains that “my party 
is so interested in winning that it 
apparently doesn’t care” what 
Bush feels on the issues. Most re¬ 
cently, former vice president 
(under former President George 
Bush) Dan Quayle entered the 
GOP fray, once again playing the 
morality card (he is still cam¬ 
paigning against the mythical 
television character Murphy 
Brown). He warned that he, too, 
is out to take down his former 
boss’s son. (“President Quayle?” 
Can anyone really say that with¬ 
out giggling?) 

We know where Bush stands 
on gay rights (he’s not much bet¬ 
ter than the likes of Buchanan or 
Bauer), on immigration, abortion, 
and other controversial issues. But 
when asked about the Kosovo cri¬ 
sis last week, the younger Bush’s 
statement was ridiculed as vague, 
only heightening the concerns of 
those within his party who feel he 
is truly untested on national and 
international issues. 

Can Gore overcome the repu¬ 
tation and personal shortcomings 
of Clinton to win the nomination 
and ultimately the general elec¬ 
tion in 2000? Possibly. But only if, 
as many think likely, George Bush 
gets beaten up by the gaggle of 
Republicans who have more than 
a year to force positions out of 
him before the July 2000 GOP 
nominating convention. 

As Arizona Senator John Mc¬ 
Cain, another hopeful put it this 
week, when referring to the stam¬ 
pede to get the nomination for 
Bush, “the American people expect 
a campaign, not a coronation.” 

Politics and people 

I’ve got a bet with one of the 
city’s top political consultants that 
he doesn’t run, but if there is one 
possible candidate that Mayor 
Willie Brown’s people are wor¬ 
ried (plenty worried), about, it is 
Board of Supervisors President 
Tom Ammiano. 

One of our city’s most famous 
citizens, Sharon Stone, made an 
impassioned plea for one of her 
favorite causes, the fight against 
AIDS to the American Society of 
Newspapers Editors (ASNE) last 
week at the Fairmont. But that’s 
not all she said. One of her more 
memorable comments was “I care 


a lot more about homeless chil¬ 
dren than if the president got a 
blowjob,” which delighted the sur¬ 
prised crowd. 

Look for GOP Representative 
James Rogan of Glendale to an¬ 
nounce against Senator Dianne 
Fein stein any day now. Even 
Rogan reportedly realizes he can’t 
win re-election to his House seat 
now; Feinstein, on the other hand, 
has a whopping 94 percent 
statewide name ID according to 
the latest Field Poll. She also holds 
a 60 percent favorable image rat¬ 
ing with voters, and continues to 
be the most popular politician of 
either party in the entire state. 

Assemblyman Kevin Shelley 
is reportedly ready to fight it out 
with San Mateo Supervisor Mike 
Nevins for the Democratic nom¬ 
ination to replace Congressman 
Tom Lantos, who many expect to 
soon retire. 



Berkeley gay city councilman 
Kriss Worthington announced 
last week that he would ask that 
city to “apologize” to newspaper 
heiress Patricia Hearst for the 
“inconvenience and harm that she 
suffered” after being kidnapped in 
1974 by the radical Symbionese 
Liberation Army; what the city of 
Berkeley had done wrong to merit 
an apology was not made clear, 
and after the laughter prompted 
by Worthington’s proposal died 
down, he was promptly hit in the 
face with a pie - a popular and 
growing act of political dissent in 
the Bay Area. (Would a prompt 
kick in the ass for the misguided 
councilmember not have been 
more appropriate?). 

Mark O’Hara, a self-styled 
“Duke of Retro-Disco,” who as 
Skippy Tornad leads the 15- 
piece disco-funk band Super¬ 
booty, called to announce his can¬ 
didacy for mayor of San Francisco 
this week under the banner of 
Minnesota Governor Jesse Ven¬ 
tura’s Reform Party. O’Hara, 37, 
says that “I believe only indepen¬ 
dent candidates and campaigns - 
free from special interest money 
and the partisan interest of the 
traditional parties - can bring 
democracy to America.” 

Down in Long Beach, the state’s 
fifth largest city, Dan Baker, an 
openly gay man, easily won elec¬ 
tion to the city council last month, 
becoming the first in that city. 

And in the state’s seventh- 
largest city, Oakland Mayor Jerry 
Brown is putting the town of 
396,000 back on the map as he 
drops hints of ambition for a re¬ 
turn to higher office; when asked 
recently if the mayor’s office is his 
last stop politically, the mayor 
replied, “I don’t know; I’ve cer¬ 
tainly had a lot of stops -1 don’t 
see why this should be my last.”

Why gay conservatives 
are wrong about ENDA

11! cross the gay political spec- 
ill! trum there is widespread 
i 'I support for laws that would 
prohibit employment discrimina¬ 
tion against gays. Both the left¬ 
leaning National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force and the conservative 
Log Cabin Republicans support 
one such proposal pending in 
Congress, the Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act (ENDA). 

Now a small but influential 
group of gay conservatives and 
libertarians is challenging this 
consensus. These writers, includ¬ 
ing Andrew Sullivan, oppose gov¬ 
ernment-enforced discrimination 
in the military, in marriage laws, 
and in other contexts. But they 
argue powerfully that anti-bias 
laws invade private liberty - a do¬ 
main gay equality advocates 
should surely defend, not erode. 
Much as I respect them and share 
their hostility to government in¬ 
trusion into private matters, their 
philosophical concerns about 
anti-bias laws are misplaced. 

The gay conservative critique 
of anti-bias laws starts with an 
important principle: law should 
preserve a large private sphere 
that government cannot invade. 
This private sanctuary allows in¬ 
dividuals the freedom, among 
other things, to associate with 
whomever they please. It shields 
bedrooms and pocketbooks alike 
from government meddling. It is 
this fundamental principle that 
some gay conservatives call forth 
in their campaign against anti- 
discrimination laws, which they 
see as government intrusion into 
private business. 

But even majestic principles do 
not float in empty space. At some 
time of the day they bump into 
facts on the ground or compete 
with other principles. The politi¬ 
cal values we most cherish bend to 
accommodate other interests and 
needs. You have free speech, but 
you can’t libel another person or 
yell “Fire!” in a crowded theater. 
You have freedom of religion, but 
you can’t refuse to pay taxes be¬ 
cause you think the government 


they fund is immoral. 

These accommodations don’t 
mean you don’t have those rights 
or that those rights have been left 
worthless by the accommoda¬ 
tions. 

So it is with private business. 
You have the right to run your 
business pretty much as you think 
best. But, for at least the past 100 
years, you can’t conspire with an¬ 
other business to fix the prices of 
your products. You can’t poison 
the stream that runs beside 
your factory. You can’t hire 
6-year-olds to dig your coal 
mines. Controversial in 
their day, these intru¬ 
sions on private enter¬ 
prise no longer excite serious 
opposition from con¬ 
servatives. Many of 
us would like to see 
them amended in 
some way, but few call 
for their wholesale elimination. 

For the past 35 years, you also 
can’t fire your employees simply 
because you don’t like their skin 
color or sex. We adopted those 
laws because group-based job dis¬ 
crimination was consigning large 
categories of citizens to second- 
class status with third-rate oppor¬ 
tunity in life. Gays may or may 
noFneed similar protection, but 
it’s sort of quaint to say that laws 
protecting gays will soil some in¬ 
violate principle of non-interfer¬ 
ence in business. That horse is 
long out of the barn, folks. 

1 agree with gay conservatives 
who say private discrimination is 
beyond the proper range of gov¬ 
ernment regulation. You’re free to 
keep men or AIDS patients out of 
your home, for example. You’re 
free to have only Jewish friends or 
only black sexual partners. 

On the other hand, almost 
everyone agrees that “public” dis¬ 
crimination can be regulated. Is 
employment discrimination 
properly considered a private or 
public affair? I do not see how the 
process of hiring and firing a 
work force in an already heavily- 
regulated commercial setting is a 
private matter. At least it is not 
“private” in the sense that inviting 
a particular person into your 


home or choosing a particular 
person for sex is private. 

In deciding whether an act of 
discrimination is private or pub¬ 
lic, it’s helpful to consider the ef¬ 
fect of that discrimination on the 
target. Employment touches every 
part of our lives. For starters, it 
enables us to feed, clothe, and 
house ourselves. When an em¬ 
ployer fires someone, his act hits 
the employee not for a moment 
but for weeks, months, or a life¬ 
time. 

That makes employ¬ 
ment discrimination 
different in kind and de¬ 
gree from purely private 
acts of discrimination. If I 
say to my house guest, “Spic, 
leave my house,” I 
have insulted him 
with my racism. If I 
say to my employee, 
“Spic, you’re fired,” I 
have insulted him and cost him 
his livelihood. 

The freedom to order a harass¬ 
ing Christian fundamentalist off 
your lawn - an important free¬ 
dom, to be sure - is not the same 
as the “freedom” to discharge 
whomever you choose for any rea¬ 
son you fancy, any more than it’s 
the same as the “freedom” to con¬ 
nive with your competitors or the 
“freedom” to choke your neigh¬ 
bors with noxious fumes from 
your smokestack. 

That’s not to argue that all 
government intrusion into em¬ 
ployment or business is warrant¬ 
ed just because some of it is. 
Much regulation is stupid and too 
costly. Conservatives are right to 
nourish a healthy suspicion of all 
proposals to regulate business. 
But the particular intrusion must 
be judged on its merits, not sim¬ 
ply dismissed as an “intrusion.” 

There are other, more practical 
arguments gay conservatives have 
made against ENDA-type legisla¬ 
tion (e.g., that such laws may un¬ 
intentionally hurt employment 
prospects for gays). These argu¬ 
ments rely on empirical observa¬ 
tions and predictions I also find 
questionable. But least persuasive 
is reliance on an unyielding bar 
against government intrusion 
into private business that we 
ceased to credit - if we ever really 
did - at least a century ago. ▼

This week in gay history: Lesbians 
and gay men march on Washing¬ 
ton for the third time to demand 
their rights, April 25, 1993. 

' , he Millennium March on 
Washington, now in the 

H planning stages, is scheduled 
for April of next year. It will be the 
fourth lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ty march to take place in the past 
20 years. 

Mass demonstrations on 
Washington reached their heyday 
during the civil rights and'anti- 
war movements of the 1960s and 
1970s. Crowds in the hundreds of 
thousands regularly gathered in 
the nations capital in support of 
progressive causes. African-Amer¬ 
icans rallied in Washington in 
1963; protesters against the Viet¬ 
nam War staged a massive mora¬ 
torium in 1969; and women and 
men marched for the Equal 
Rights Amendment in 1978. That 
same year, lesbian and gay orga¬ 
nizers began preliminary plans for 
a march on Washington to appeal 
for civil rights legislation for gay 
people. 

Held on October 14,1979, the 
first lesbian and gay march on 
Washington attracted approxi¬ 
mately 100,000 participants from 
around the country. New Yorkers 
chartered a train they dubbed the 
“Disco Express,” complete with a 
“backroom” for sexual encoun¬ 
ters; San Franciscans boarded the 
“Gay Freedom Train” for a 3,000- 
mile journey. Lesbians led the 
procession from the U.S. Capitol 
to a rally in front of the Washing¬ 
ton Monument, belting out 
“When the Dykes Come March¬ 
ing In.” At the rally, singer Holly 
Near captured the tone of the day 
with her lyrics, “We are a gentle, 
angry people/And we are march¬ 
ing, marching for our lives.” 

The following day, a contin¬ 
gent of activists presented a list of 
five demands to Congress: the re¬ 
peal of anti-gay laws; passage of a 
bill to extend coverage of the 1964 
Civil Rights Act to gay people; the 
issuing of executive orders ban¬ 
ning anti-gay discrimination in 
federal employment and in the 
military; protection from child 
custody battles for lesbian and gay 
parents; and protection of lesbian 
and gay youth from harassment 
and discrimination. 

The ’86 march 

From first-person accounts, 
the 1979 march was festive and 
hopeful. But two years later, the 
AIDS crisis struck. Then, in 1986,

lesbian and gay rights received a 
crushing blow from the Supreme 
Court in the Bowers v. Hardwick 
decision, upholding a state’s right 
to outlaw gay sex. When lesbians 
and gay men gathered for a sec¬ 
ond march in 1987, their mood 
had changed dramatically to 
one of gloom and rage. 

Under gray skies, les¬ 
bians and gay men de¬ 
scended on Washington 
once again on October 11, 

1987. The U.S Park Service 
estimated attendance at 
200,000, but march 
organizers counted 
over three times that 
number. This time, 
the tone was set by streams of 
marchers who wagged their fin¬ 
gers at the Reagan White House, 
chanting “Shame! Shame! 
Shame!” and by the many partici¬ 
pants who pinned photographs of 
deceased friends and lovers to 
their jackets. 

Lesbians and gay men also in¬ 
voked the spirit of the 1963 black 
civil rights march, singing “We 
Shall Overcome” while marching 


and listening to Jesse Jackson 
speak at the rally. A civil disobedi¬ 
ence action was staged at the 
Supreme Court. “We vow to 
spend our dollars, our votes, and 
our nights in jail,” asserted Vir¬ 
ginia Apuzzo, then the executive 
director of the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force. 

First on the list of de¬ 
mands this time around 
was the legal recognition of 
gay relationships (three 
years before the Hawaii 
case began), and same-sex 
couples staged a mass 
wedding in front of 
the IRS, officiated by 
the “gay pope,” the 
Reverend Troy Perry, the founder 
of the Universal Fellowship of 
Metropolitan Community 
Churches. But the most moving 
part of the weekend for many 
people was the unveiling of the 
Names Project Quilt. The size of 
two football fields, the quilt filled 
the mall between the Capitol and 
the Washington Monument and 
consisted of almost 2,000 panels,

Dirty dog home 
after hard days’ night

An 
anonymous caller told Alfredo’s 
owners late Friday evening, April 
16 that she had spotted the dog 
tied to a tree near her home in the 
Richmond District. The owners 
and several friends went to where 
the caller had specified, and there 
was Alfredo: tired, dirty, but 
very excited to see his 
family. Owners Tara 
and Paris of Bagdad 
Cafe wish to express 
their deepest grati¬ 
tude to all those who 
helped in the search 
for Alfredo. How¬ 
ever, Rafe is still 
missing. Rafe is a 
tan wolf/dingo/ 
shepherd mix and 
is very wild. If you have seen Rafe, 
please call (415) 567-6643, or 
pager (415) 791-2231, or if you 
are in possession of Rafe, take him 
to the SPCA Animal Shelter at 
15th and Harrison streets. 

Near Cala-mity 

Saturday, April 17,9p.m., Cala 
Foods, Collingwood and 18th 
streets: Several customers at Cala 
Foods reported a shoplifting in 
progress to Cala’s night manager, 
who spotted the suspect trying to 
leave the store. At first the suspect 
was compliant, as the manager re¬ 
covered over $ 150 worth of stolen 
batteries from the suspect’s pos¬ 
session, plus several items from 
other stores. But as the manager 
went to call the police, the man 
picked up some of the recovered 
batteries and merchandise and 
bolted for the doors. The manag¬ 
er and a Cala clerk dashed toward 
the suspect and tackled him, 
bringing him to the ground. The 
employees let the suspect go when 
he wriggled loose and stood up, 
pulled out a hypodermic needle, 
and threatened to stab anyone 
who tried to stop him. The sus¬ 


pect is described as a white male 
adult, 6 feet 2 inches tall, 160 
pounds, with a black mustache. 
He was last seen running through 
the Cala garage, wearing a light 
blue flannel shirt and light gray 
Dockers pants, and carrying a 
black backpack. He escaped 
somewhere into the Collingwood 
Park area. 

Big gulp at 7-11 

Sunday, April 18,9 p.m., 7-11 
Store, Noe and 18th streets: A man 
waited outside 7-11 until the 
store was empty, then 
rushed in, pointed a 
black semi-automatic 
gun at the clerk, and 
demanded the store’s 
money. The clerk, 
who had been em¬ 
ployed by the 
store for just three 
weeks, refused to 
give the man any 
money even 
though the suspect said “If you 
don’t, I’ll kill you.” The man con¬ 
tinued to wave the gun in the 
clerk’s face, but the clerk reached 
for the phone and dialed 911. Ap¬ 
parently flustered, the suspect left 
the store without getting any cash. 
The suspect is described as a white 
male adult, in his 30s, 5 feet 8 
inches tall, with a slight beard. He 
was last seen walking eastbound 
on 18th Street in the direction of 
Sanchez, wearing a baseball cap, a 
white and red shirt, and black jog¬ 
ging pants. 

Familiarity breeds 
contempt of court 

Tuesday, April 13, Walgreens, 
18th and Castro streets; and Fri¬ 
day, April 9, 6 p.m., 100 Colling¬ 
wood Street: According to the San 
Francisco Patrol Special Police, 
Santana Pulido, who is allegedly 
responsible for several verbal and 
physical assaults in the Castro, 
was arrested outside Walgreens on 
charges of a parole violation. Puli¬ 
do also was arrested late last 
month inside Walgreens after he 
said to the night manager “I’m 
going to punch you in the face, 


you big bull dyke.” Officers in the 
Castro cuffed him outside Wal¬ 
greens on April 13 and transport¬ 
ed him to Mission Station where 
he was booked for contempt of 
court. 

Pulido had been arrested a few 
days earlier outside the Eureka 
Valley Recreation Center for fail¬ 
ing to appear in court. As officers 
spotted Pulido outside the rec 
center and approached him, a 
group of kids surrounded arrest¬ 
ing Officer Debbie Erdy as she 
began to cuff him. The kids began 
shouting for Erdy to leave Pulido 
alone and to let him go. Fearing 
the kids were getting out of con¬ 
trol, Erdy called for backup and 
several squad cars arrived on the 
scene. Pulido was taken into cus¬ 
tody without further incident. 

Things don’t go better 
with coke 

Tuesday, April 13, 8:30 p.m., 
Waller Street near Cole: Two men 
were spotted on the street in a vio¬ 
lent fight, punching and kicking 
one another. As officers broke up 
the fight, the men said they were 
lovers and that they were drunk 
and had been out all night. Neither 
of the men wished to press charges 
against the other, but when officers 
tried to identify one of the men he 
became combatant and refused to 
cooperate. The officers cuffed him 
and took him to Northern Station 
where he was searched. A sizable 
amount of suspected cocaine was 
found on his person and he was 
booked for possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance. Y

SFPD warns: turn GHB victims on sides

WP he San Francisco Police 
Department (SFPD) Office 
of Public Affairs has issued 
a citywide warning over gamma 
hydroxy butyrate acid (GHB), a 
popular party drug, to all San 
Francisco nightclubs. The warn¬ 
ing comes on the heels of nu¬ 
merous overdoses at the city’s 
nightclubs, and escalating emer¬ 
gency room admissions, due to 
the drug’s potentially fatal con¬ 
sequences when combined with 
alcohol. 

Commenting on the hazards 
of GHB consumption, Sherman 
Ackerson of the SFPD warns 
that “if someone in the club is 
high or unconscious, call for 
help immediately after laying 
the person on their side to pre¬ 
vent aspiration [suffocation].” 

As a central nervous system 
depressant, GHB may result in 
severe respiratory depression, 
coma, and death. Since it was 
outlawed in late 1997, over 3,500 
GHB overdoses have been re¬ 


ported nationwide and 36 
deaths have occurred. Males ac¬ 
counted for over 80 percent of 
GHB-related deaths; 45 percent 
of total GHB deaths were young 
adults between the ages of 20- 
29. 

Since it is often sold as a “nat¬ 
ural” alternative to other party 
drugs - and is sometimes dis¬ 
tributed without the user’s 
knowledge of consumption, be¬ 
cause it is flavorless when direct¬ 
ly mixed with most cocktails - 
many users are unaware of its 
dangerous side effects, especial¬ 
ly when combined with alcohol. 

“The chemical GHB,” reads 
the SFPD’s warning, “a Schedule 
2 controlled colorless and odor¬ 
less substance in California, is 
being brought in water bottles 
into clubs, where it is distributed 
among the patrons on the dance 
floor. It is suggested that door¬ 
men and bartenders of the clubs 
ask patrons to check all water 
bottles at the coat check area. If 
the drink was not purchased at 
the bar, it should not be allowed 
into the club.” 


Ackerson added that “it’s bet¬ 
ter to have this warning than to 
have an undercover officer bust 
somebody at a bar or club.” 

GHB carries felony charges 
for either selling or possessing 
the substance. Sentencing guide¬ 
lines determine a $1,000 fine 
and up to a year in prison. The 
SFPD’s warning will be distrib¬ 
uted to San Francisco nightclubs 
by the end of April, and clubs 
that do not comply with the 
warning guidelines could be 
held responsible for incidents of 
overdose on the club’s premises. 

GHB also presents an added 
risk for HIV transmission due to 
enhancement of sexual activity. 
According to the San Francisco 
Department of Public Health 
(DPH), the pro-sexual proper¬ 
ties include reports of disinhibi- 
tion, heightened sense of touch, 
enhanced male erection capaci¬ 
ty, and increased intensity of or¬ 
gasm. Users report impaired 
judgment in regards to safe sex 
and prolonged sexual encoun¬ 
ters, which increases transmis¬ 
sion risks. ▼ 
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New future for old Ambassador

''f? * he Ambassador Hotel, once 
the last step from homeless- 
% ness for many low-income 
San Francisco residents - includ¬ 
ing people with AIDS - has been 
purchased for $4.5 million by 
Tenderloin Neighborhood Devel¬ 
opment Corporation (TNDC). 
The 18-year-old nonprofit hous¬ 
ing corporation owns and man¬ 
ages 16 other apartment buildings 
and residential hotels in the Ten¬ 
derloin and Western Addition. 

The sale was finalized with the 
closing of escrow on Monday, 
April 20. 

The 147-room Mason Street 
single residency occupancy build¬ 
ing is in extremely poor condition 
and currently houses only about 
50 residents, according to TNDC 
Director of Housing Don Falk. 

The housing corporation will 
spend nearly $4 million in federal 
AIDS housing funds and local 
housing bonds and community 
development block grant funds to 
rehab the site - a project expected

to take three years, Falk told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

TNDC was approached by the 
Lower Eddy Leavenworth Task 
Force, a neighborhood group of 
residents, merchants, and ac¬ 
tivists, to buy the building. 

The Ambassador became a piv¬ 
otal site for neighborhood AIDS 
prevention and outreach efforts 
during the 1980s after community 
workers and AIDS experts noted 


the spread of AIDS among injec¬ 
tion drug users and other high risk 
area residents. Later, the Ambas¬ 
sador housed an on-site AIDS so¬ 
cial services program for residents, 
but conditions at the site deterio¬ 
rated rapidly after the retirement 
of its AIDS activist management. 

According to Falk, while the 
renovated Ambassador will pro¬ 
vide affordable housing to a 
mixed residential population, 


TNDC is working closely with five 
local social agencies to create an 
array of services for people with 
AIDS who live at the site. 

Agencies that will provide ser¬ 
vices include Baker Place, which 
serves people with mental illness 
and substance abuse problems, 
the Black Coalition on AIDS, and 
other groups, Falk said. 

The housing group will also 
develop community meeting and 
social service space - and a 
rooftop garden overlooking an 
adjacent 130-space parking lot. 

Founded in June 1981, TNDC 
began as a grassroots community 
effort to preserve low income 
housing stock in the multi-cultur¬ 
al and low-income Tenderloin 
neighborhood. 

Since its first purchases, the 
agency has grown to own and 
manage more 1,000 units of af¬ 
fordable housing. 

TNDC will also purchase the 
Hotel West, formerly known as the 
Hotel Zee, a 105-single residential 
occupancy hotel on Eddy Street 
that it currently owned the Ambas¬ 
sador’s former owner, Falk said. ▼ 


Fund provides legal tender to Tenderloin

% he Tenderloin AIDS Re¬ 
source Center (TARC) has 
m received a second grant of 
$50,000 from a fund started by 
two onetime San Francisco resi¬ 
dents who died of AIDS. 

The Silva Watson Moonwalk 
"Fund also gave TARC the same 
amount last year, according to 
Paul Causey, the agency’s execu¬ 
tive director. 

“Without support such as this 
$50,000 grant, small social service 


organizations like TARC, that 
serve the homeless, would not be 
able to keep our doors open even 
with significant government sup¬ 
port,” he told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. The grant is critical to the 
agency and will provide funds to 
cover core costs of operating 
TARC - and also provide a need¬ 
ed financial float in the times be¬ 
tween government reimburse¬ 
ments for services. “The money 
will let us keep our doors open,” 
Causey added. 

The fund was created by Larry 
Silva and Douglas Watson to pro¬ 


vide benefits as directly as possi¬ 
ble to people with HIV and AIDS; 
the fund plans to make such 
grants over the next five years 
until it is exhausted. 

TARC provides direct care ser¬ 
vices to people with AIDS and 
HIV including case management, 
treatment education, counseling, 
daily needs assistance, HIV test¬ 
ing, peer support, and other ser¬ 
vices. 

Located in Tenderloin store¬ 
front offices at 187 Golden Gate 
Avenue (at Leavenworth), the 
agency also serves as a communi¬ 


ty center for homeless and low-in¬ 
come clients. An estimated 65 
percent of TARC clients are peo¬ 
ple of color and 30 percent are 
transgendered. In addition to 
serving 500 clients with HIV, the 
agency provides safe sex supplies 
and outreach and prevention ser¬ 
vices in local venues such as parks 
and streets. 

The agency also operates a 
late-night drop-in center. T

W earing a breezy pair of

The celebrat¬ 
ed Cuban lesbian, who accompa¬ 
nied Fidel Castro to Europe two 
years ago, and is now the director 
of the openly lesbian Centro de la 
Mujer (Women’s Center), is not 
what one expects to find in this 
macho-dominated Communist 
country. But as James Balducci, an 
Italian nobleman, who visited Ha¬ 
vana this month found out, Lupi¬ 
ta Castro, Cuba’s most vocal and 
visible lesbian, is a Woman In 
Control. 

The following interview took 
place at the Hotel Nacional in the 
suite favored by the Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor, who fre¬ 
quented Havana in the days be¬ 
fore the revolution brought Fidel 
Castro to power. 

Q: Lupita, my love, you look fabu¬ 
lous! How can you deny that you 
are what your admirers say that 
you are: A Latina lipstick les¬ 
bian? 

A: [Laughs] Oh, you are incorri¬ 
gible! I am diesel all the way. 

Well, you certainly don't look like 
a bull dyke to me, but it's delight¬ 
ful to be in Havana. Especially 
since the Centro de la Mujer had 
such a successful gala last night. 
Why did so many people show up? 

It’s success has to do with social 
integration. If we announced that 
we were opening a lesbian center, 
it would have met with limited 
success. But by combining it with 
a social purpose, we achieve two 
important objectives. First, we 
show lesbians as an integrated 
part of society with many inter¬ 
ests - we are your daughters, your 
sisters, your nieces; we are your 
neighbors, teachers, compatriots. 
Second, we show that our lives are 
not defined exclusively by our sex¬ 
uality, but rather by the entirety of 
our lives. We are everywhere in 
society. That’s why we chose as 
our theme, “Manos en el Tabaco,” 
precisely because lesbians have a 
history of participating actively in 
the tobacco industry in Cuba, and 
because it is one of he few profes¬ 
sions in which we have tradition¬ 
ally participated. 

Why is that so? 

In Latin America, the spinster 
stereotype is relatively unknown. 
For a lesbian to have freedom has 
meant for a lesbian to choose 
tough work - working in under 
the sun of the tropical country¬ 
side is not for sissies! - and by ad¬ 
ministration - the dedicated sec¬ 
retary, the demanding teacher, etc. 

This is different from Anglo 
cultures where lesbians have re¬ 
mained invisible. I remember 
reading “Lesbian Nuns” - my 
God! Why are those gorgeous 
dykes doing in a convent? And 
when they were open, Anglos 
were so blind -1 remember seeing 
Mrs. Hathaway in The Beverly 
Hillbillies and Barbara Stanwyck 
in The Big Valley, and I thought, 


How can you not telR What beau¬ 
tiful lesbians! Those two - and 
Agnes Moorehead made me real¬ 
ize how invisible lesbians are in 
general. 

That’s what we’re changing 
now. We are out, we are part of 
Cuba’s tobacco history, and we are 
the vanguard. 

How many people attended the 
gala? 

The Ministerio del Interior [Inte¬ 
rior Ministry] estimates the atten¬ 
dance was 1,200, including [Fidel 
Castro’s brother and Army Chief 
of Staff] General Raul Castro. 

All these years, I've heard rumors 
about Mr. Raul ... do you know 
his number? 

It’s 40. [Laughs.] It’s inappropri¬ 
ate to speculate on those sorts of 
things; that’s what gays do, not 
lesbians. 

Yeah, right! But you do make an 
interesting observation: Why have 
lesbians made more progress in 
Cuba than gays? 

I don’t understand. How do you 
measure “progress?” 

Well, I'm not here for the opening 
of the Men's Center, am I? And 
I'm not taking back Pedro Zamo¬ 
ra Cigars, am I? 

[Laughs. Takes a sip of her Cuba 
Libre. Pauses. Slowly.] Remember 
the allegory of the grasshopper 
and the ant? The grasshopper fid¬ 
dled away all summer while the 
ant worked - and when winter 
came, the grasshopper was hun¬ 
gry and the ant was warm and 
well-fed? 

That is the difference between 
gays and lesbians here. Gays are 
like the grasshopper - walk a few 
blocks from here and there they 
are, in front of the park of the Ha- 
bana Libre , loitering, looking for 
foreign tricks. Lesbians, on the 
other hand, are quietly working 
behind the scenes, making things 


happen. 

What most people do not un¬ 
derstand is that in this system - 
this communist system - we are 
afforded tremendous freedom to 
maneuver. Just frame your argu¬ 
ment in Marxist orthodoxy, and 
you can get away with anything. 
Let’s face it: we are subversives, 
but so what? This revolution was 
the product of subversion itself! 

Lesbianism subverts tradition¬ 
al societal views - phallocentric 
views - and this revolution was 
the product of a decade-long sub¬ 
version. 

Subverting subversion is the 
irony of lesbian affirmation of 
identity. 

To look at it another way: I 
normally dress in combat boots 
and camouflage surplus pants. 
When I’m walking the streets of 
New York, in Los Angeles, even in 
San Francisco, I get looks. People 
stare with disapproving looks in 
their eyes. 

“Fucking dyke,” I can hear 
them think. 

But here in Havana, I walk 
down the street in my combat 
boots and camouflage pants - and 
guess what? Everyone assumes 
I’m a Revolucionaria, a militant 
supporter of the revolution! I 
command respect! Dressed in the 
uniform of a diesel dyke, I be¬ 
come not a subject for derision, 
but a person worthy of respect! 

That’s the difference between 
capitalism, where as a diesel dyke 
my worth as a human being is de¬ 
valued, and communism, where I 
am seen as a hero because my very 
existence subverts the conformity 
of a male-dominated paradigm! 
And people respect that. 

That’s one reason why I’ll 
never leave Cuba. 

I mean, I feel so sorry for 
American dykes! Their lives are so 
hard! They work so much, at such 
low pay, and their lives in the 
United States are of material want 
and need. So few dykes are suc¬ 
cessful - I’m not naming names - 
and those who are turn their 
backs on the disenfranchised 
community by not defending civil

rights and justice. 

When I’m in San Francisco, 
the only thing lesbians want to do 
is stay home, watch Xena on TV, 
and have cheap pizza delivered. 
Why? Because they can’t afford 
anything else! And here I am, in 
this Third World country, con¬ 
fronting a trade embargo, and yet, 
I can afford to watch those hot 
mulatta babes shake their stuff at 
the Tropicana! And I can afford to 
mock America with my Lewinsky 
Cigar! And I can live it up without 
having to work dead-end jobs to 
benefit an economy that despises 
me because I refuse to worship 
the penis! 

How did it end up this way? 

And you don't work - at least not 
that much, right? 

Neither do you, James! You’re an 
Italian nobleman who’s never 
worked a day in his life! 

Now that you mention it, you're 
right. But if I'm not working and 
you're not working, then who's 
working? 

The Americans and the Japanese. 
That’s why they’re stuck in those 
horrible commuter rush hour 
traffic jams! 

Well, they can keep it that way.

trial in the U.S. District 
Court in Puerto Rico over 
$2 million diverted from 
the now-defunct San Juan AIDS 
Institute has become like a novel 
that Puerto Ricans are following 
with alarm. 

Known as the “Kouri Case,” it 
takes its name from Cuban doctor 
Yamil Kouri, who heads the list of 
people accused of using $2 million 
meant to treat AIDS patients for 
their personal benefit and to make 
illegal campaign contributions. 

During the case’s 16 days in 
court, the names of Governor 
Pedro Rossello and former San 
Juan Mayor Hector Luis Acevedo 
- who headed the main opposi¬ 
tion party but has retired from 
politics - have frequently been 
mentioned as beneficiaries of 
money meant for the AIDS Insti¬ 
tute. 

On Monday, April 12 the 
names of Edison Misla Aldaron- 
do and Jose Granados Navedo - 
the president and vice president of 
Puerto Rico’s House of Represen¬ 
tatives - also came up. 

The case was turned over to 
U.S. federal authorities by former 
prd-independence legislator 
David Noriega, who is against the 
court’s presence in the common¬ 
wealth. 

Noriega said, “It was the only 
guarantee the case would be taken 
to the end.” 

He wants Rossello and Aceve¬ 
do held responsible in the case for 
not acting promptly to stop the 
corruption. 

A tape recording made by the 
FBI in 1997 and presented by fed¬ 
eral prosecutors on Monday 
shows the former manager of Ad¬ 
vanced Community Health Ser¬ 
vices (ACHS), Jeanette Sotomay- 
or Vazquez, inducing her then- 
domestic employee Josefa Navar¬ 
ro Ocasio to lie to the authorities 
about the money. 

The health group, headed by 
Kouri, ran San Juan’s AIDS Insti¬ 
tute, which obtained funds from 


phones and whatever it takes to 
make sure that you and I can 
enjoy lives of leisure! 

Amen, Comrade! Amen to that! 

What was it like realizing you 
were a lesbian in a Communist 
society? 

It was interesting, because homo¬ 
sexuality per se is not something 
that was discussed. And you have 
to understand that though Cuba is 
communist, it is also Latin. By that 
I mean that, officially, “homosexu¬ 
ality” is a bourgeois decadent per¬ 
versity. But in real life, it was seen 
- and is seen - as a “disability.” 
And it depends on the level of cul¬ 
ture of the person: some people 
think it is a calamity, like being 
blind; others think it is an incon¬ 
venience, like stuttering; yet others 
are oblivious to it and don’t notice 
it until it is pointed out, like being 
left-handed. 

In my family, it was under¬ 
stood from an early age that I was 
not like my sisters; we are five; 
three girls and two boys. I always 
enjoyed playing sports with my 
brothers and I was in awe of the 
beautiful Compaheras [comrades] 

I saw. Women served in uniform 
in all kinds of positions; that’s 
what struck me the most when I 
went to the United States. In 
Cuba, one is used to seeing blacks 


the U.S. government. Kouri 
founded the AIDS Institute in the 
late 1980s, when the current gov¬ 
ernor worked as San Juan’s direc¬ 
tor of health. 

In one of the three recordings 
presented by prosecutor, So- 
tomayor Vazquez said Rossello 
and Acevedo received a consider¬ 
able amount of money. She also 
said Misla Aldarondo’s and 
Granados Navedo’s political cam¬ 
paigns received contributions 
from the AIDS Institute’s money. 

She attributed Kouri’s ap¬ 
pointment to the money he gave 
to Rosello’s campaign, allegedly 
$250,000. The politicians involved 
have denied knowingly receiving 
contributions from the AIDS In¬ 
stitute. 

So far, former Senator Edgar - 
do Rosario Burgos has pleaded 
guilty of receiving nearly $250,000 
from the institute for his political 
campaign. 

Armando Borrell, another 
ACHS officer, is being charged in 
this trial along with Kouri and So- 
tomayor Vazquez. 

A second trial is set to open to 
try more people accused in the 
case, including several prominent 
doctors. 

U.S. News and World Report 
columnist Paul Bedard reported 
on April 20 that Vice President A1 
Gore has picked Puerto Rico Gov¬ 
ernor Pedro Rossello to chair his 
presidential campaign there, and 
that “Rossello has been tangled 
up” in the Kouri case. Bedard 
wrote that the workers “are 
charged with stealing federal 
AIDS funding to buy political fa¬ 
vors from island leaders such as 
Rossello.” 

U.S. News also pointed out 
that “the governor denies the 
charge, and he’s been notified by 
the Justice Department that he is 
not a target.” Even so, AIDS ac¬ 
tivists question the vice presi¬ 
dent’s choice. Bedard quoted 
Wayne Turner of ACT UP/Wash- 
ington saying Gore “should at the 
very least keep his distance from 
Rossello until this case is cleared 
up.” T 


and women in positions of au¬ 
thority, but in the United States 
blacks and women are systemati¬ 
cally excluded from authority. 

So growing up and realizing 
that my sexuality was different -1 
wanted to kiss a woman, and boys 
were never a part of my longings - 
was very easy, since so many beau¬ 
tiful, strong, and powerful women 
were around me. 

I know my mother picked up 
on it, and we discussed it - she 
brought it up. But I have never 
had any conversation about it 
with my father. But he knows, 
simply because my mother spoke 
to him about me. It’s funny, be¬ 
cause he would ask me why I did¬ 
n’t go out on dates with boys, if I 
was shy or thought I wasn’t pretty, 
or what. 

How can you tell your father 
that you can’t even imagine what 
you could to with a boy in the first 
place! 

But after my mother spoke to 


him, one afternoon, when I was 
putting on my UJC [Union de 
Jovenes Comunistas, or the Com¬ 
munist Youth Union] uniform - 
and I really did look “butch” - he 
came over and wanted to see me. 

“Lupita,” he said, “I want you 
to know that I’m not going to ask 
you again why you’re not dating 
any boy. Because I know why. And 
it doesn’t matter to me, as long as 
you are happy and a good per¬ 
son.” 

I was so happy! I kissed him on 
the top of his bald, sun-scorched 
head - I can still smell the sweat 
on his head - and I said, “Are you 
disappointed in me?” 

He didn’t say anything, but he 
did shake his head. Then, he 
added, “Well, at least I won’t have 
to worry about your getting preg¬ 
nant!” 

My sister Carmen had gotten 
pregnant two years before this - 
imagine, an unwed daughter liv¬ 
ing at home and my father having 


to play dad to his own grandson! 

When was this? 

About four years ago. 

Has he ever asked any question 
about your personal life? 

All the time! We Cubans are very 
frank! And my father will say 
things like, “Why are you going 
out with so-and-so - she’s uglier 
than the drunk down the street” 
or “If your girlfriend is so great, 
why are you in such a bad mood? 
Tell her that - for my sake - she 
should give you better orgasms!” 

Was he there last night? 

No, he was ill. 

Okay, Lupita, I have got to check 
out the park in Old Havana like 
you suggested. Time for only one 
more question: What happens 
now to the Centro de la Mujer? 

This is only the beginning! We are 
going to establish our presence in 
forceful manner. [Mexican Am¬ 
bassador to Cuba, who is bisexu¬ 
al] Pedro Joaquin Coldwell has in¬ 
vited me to Mexico City where I 
plan to meet with [lesbian Con¬ 
gresswoman] Patria Jimenez. 
Mexico and Cuba are the fore¬ 
front of gay and lesbian rights in 
Latin America and we are deter¬ 
mined to make sure that our voic¬ 
es are heard throughout the Span¬ 
ish-speaking world. 

The fact that we are located in 
the Hotel Nacional - Cuba’s most 
historic hotel - speaks volumes of 
the access and role and visibility 
we anticipate having in the Cuba 
of the 21st century. 

Just thinking about it, my 
juices are flowing! T 
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Feinstein urges support 
for James Hormel

U nited States Senator Di¬ 
anne Feinstein, speaking to 
100 gay and lesbian sup¬ 
porters at her San Francisco 
home, recently urged them to 
help get gay philanthropist James 
Hormel appointed ambassador to 
Luxembourg by writing or send¬ 
ing telegrams to President Clin¬ 
ton, urging him to make an inter¬ 
im appointment of the San Fran¬ 
cisco activist. 

Such an appointment could be 
made without the approval of the 
Senate and would remain in effect 
until the end of the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration. Feinstein said she 
felt Hormel could likely win con¬ 
firmation by the Senate, but also 
stated her belief that Senate Ma¬ 
jority Leader Trent Lott would 
never allow such a vote to occur. 
Thus, the senator pointed out, it 
would take an “interim” appoint¬ 
ment by the president to make 
Hormel an ambassador.

Calling Hormel “a longtime 
friend” who would make an excel¬ 
lent envoy, Feinstein said she has 
personally asked Clinton to make 
such an appointment. However, 
she felt more visible support 
would help and urged those in at¬ 
tendance to immediately contact 
the White House to make the 
same request, and to persuade 
their friends do so as well. 

Hormel’s appointment would 


not be unprecedented in diplo¬ 
matic circles. Mexico has a bisex¬ 
ual ambassador, Pedro Joaquin 
Coldwell, and Ambassador 
Stephen Brady of Australia re¬ 
cently made history by becoming 
the first foreign diplomat to pre¬ 
sent his same-sex partner to the 
Queen of Denmark. Brady, a for¬ 
mer adviser to Australia’s prime 
minister and the country’s new 
ambassador to Sweden (with ac¬ 
creditation to Denmark, Estonia, 
Iceland, Finland, Lithuania, Nor¬ 
way and Latvia) officially present¬ 
ed his partner, Peter Stevens, to 
Denmark’s Queen Margrethe. 
Denmark is the first country in 
the world to allow same-sex civil 
marriages, and officials in Copen¬ 
hagen said it was the first time an 
ambassador had officially intro¬ 
duced his or her gay partner to the 
Danish royal family. 

Brady, a 39-year-old career 
diplomat, took up his appoint¬ 
ment as ambassador to Denmark 
in February. As Brady’s legal 
spouse, Stevens gets free travel 
with his partner, a clothing al¬ 
lowance, and use of the diplomat¬ 
ic limousine. Under certain condi¬ 
tions, such as official functions, he 
would be eligible for a payment, a 
foreign affairs spokesman said. 

Brady’s sexual orientation was 
irrelevant, according to the 
spokesperson, who observed that 
“under Australian law it is illegal 
to discriminate on the grounds of 
sexuality.” 

Hormel also has a same-sex 
partner, but he has publicly stated 
that his partner would not be 
moving with him to Luxembourg, 
a largely Catholic country. ▼

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Two of three Rhode Island 
candidates for Congress may be gay

H | ntil Thursday, April 1, 
Rhode Island had only one 
openly gay elected official. 
Now, for the first time in history, 
there are two. It’s almost an em¬ 
barrassment of riches for the 
state’s gay and lesbian community. 

State Representative David Ci- 
cilline, (D-Providence/Pawtuck- 
et), came out in the Providence 
Journal, the state’s largest daily, on 
April Fools’ Day. It was no joke. 
Like Rhode Island’s other gay 
politician, state Representative 
Mike Pisaturo, (D-Cranston), Ci- 
cilline is considering running for 
U.S. Congress. Pisaturo an¬ 
nounced Wednesday, March 24, 
he is forming an exploratory 
committee, the first step in mak¬ 
ing a bid. 

The potential candidates al¬ 
most could be twins. Cicilline, 37, 
is now in his third term. Pisaturo, 
who turns 36 April 14, is in his 
second. Both have considerable 
name recognition, progressive 
voting records, Italian ancestry, 
and deep family roots in the 
Ocean State. They are strongly 
pro-choice and pro-labor. Each 
claims he could get union support 
to run for the 2ryi District seat 
being vacated by Democrat U.S. 
Representative Robert Weygand, 
who’ll run for the U.S. Senate. En¬ 
dorsements by both camps could 
assure victory in the 2000 Demo¬ 
cratic primary. The state AFL- 
CIO will not formally endorse 
anyone until its annual conven¬ 
tion in 2000, but by this fall labor 
will have made up its mind. Even 
if a strong moderate Republican 
contender emerges (to date no 
GOP candidate has declared), 
Rhode Island quite possibly could 
send a gay man to Congress in 
2001. 

Providence Journal political 
columnist Charles Bakst wrote a 
Cicilline profile published April 1 
as part of a series on possible can¬ 
didates. “I asked if he was gay.” 
Bakst explained. “He said, ‘y es -’ 
This is only my personal observa¬ 
tion, but I think he was relieved.” 
In the column, Bakst wrote: “If 
you want someone whose story, 
outlook, and passion are not the 
ho hum, same old stuff, state Rep¬ 
resentative David Cicilline may be 
your guy.” 

In an interview, Cicilline said 
his sexuality was never a secret: 
“I’ve told anyone who has asked 
about my sexual orientation. I 
have never made it an issue. Mr. 
Bakst presented in an appropriate 
way one of the many facts [about 
me]. It is just another part of 
being who I am.” 

Impressive credentials 

Cicilline will decide within the 
next few weeks whether he will 
run. “I’ve done a lot of ground¬ 
work already,” he said. “I’ve begun 
to put together a collection of 
people to see if it’s a viable option. 
I’m very serious about doing it. 
I’ve talked to groups about 
fundraising resources, and vari¬ 
ous people in the political com¬ 
munity who have worked on my 
campaigns for the Legislature. 
The response has been very posi¬ 
tive.” Cicilline has been in touch 
with the Gay & Lesbian Victory 
Fund, which thus far has not 
taken a position on the Rhode Is¬ 
land campaign. 

His credentials are impressive. 


A criminal defense lawyer, he is an 
adjunct law professor and board 
member and volunteer attorney 
with the American Civil Liberty 
Union’s state affiliate. Cicilline is 
co-president of the Rhode Island 
Project AIDS board of directors 
and board chair of Very Special 
Arts Rhode Island, which pro¬ 
vides opportunities for people 
with disabilities to participate in 
the visual and performing arts. He 
also serves on a number of other 
nonprofit boards and government 
and professional committees. 

Cicilline’s political and com¬ 
munity connections will serve 
him well if he decides to seek a 
seat in Congress. He expects he’ll 
have to raise between $1 and $1.5 
million to conduct a viable cam¬ 
paign. “I think I would obviously 
be raising money from people in 
the gay, religious, ethnic and legal 
communities,” he said. “I’ve de¬ 
veloped lots of good working re¬ 
lationships with these people.” 

Cicilline has a strong pro- 
choice legislative history. One of 
his current bills has raised the ire 
of the Catholic Church, and he’s 
in an ongoing battle in the dioce¬ 
san weekly newspaper. The legis¬ 
lation would protect access to 
public health facilities and clinics 
where reproductive services are 
dispensed. “There’s so much rabid 
opposition on this issue that it has 
become dangerous to work in 
clinics,” Cicilline stressed. Right- 
to-life extremists have said the bill 
is another attempt to curb their 
constitutional rights. 

If he does run, he’ll campaign 
on a platform addressing health¬ 
care, public education, and the 
plight of the poor. “I served four 
years on the House Health, Wel¬ 
fare, and Education Committee, 
where I’ve gained tremendous 
knowledge,” he said. “It’s clear to 
me that we need some federal re¬ 
sponse in our healthcare crisis. We 
have people who have no insur¬ 
ance or are underinsured, and 
people who are not physicians 
making [treatment] decisions. We 
have gotten to the point where 
people are losing control over 
their health care. We need to take 
a serious effort in Congress to re¬ 
spond to the crisis.” 

He has introduced one of sev¬ 
eral “Freedom of Pharmacy 
Choice” bills. The controversial 
legislation pits insurance compa¬ 
nies against health care advocates 
and major prescription outlets. 

“I’m also really concerned 
about public schools,” Cicilline 
stated. “We need to assure we are 
providing a quality education. 
Decisions on planning and policy 
should be on the local level, but 
the federal government needs to 
make a stronger commitment.” 

He also wants to protect repro¬ 
ductive freedom for women and 
work on civil rights issues, partic¬ 
ularly for people of color as well 
as gays and lesbians. “I have a 
background as a civil rights litiga¬ 
tor,” he explained. “Many of the 
issues we work on are substance 
addiction, teen pregnancy, and 
unemployment, which result in 
people becoming involved in the 
justice system. As a public defend¬ 
er and private attorney, I have 
seen the consequences of govern¬ 
ment not providing solutions to 
these problems.” 

Gay split? 

Rhode Island gays and lesbians 
are overjoyed that two gay legisla- 


the gay, pro-choice, [and other 
progressive] communities. Be¬ 
tween the two of us, I most cer¬ 
tainly would get the endorsement 
of labor. To me that is critical. I 
think David is a very intelligent 
man, a man of firm conviction 
and strong ideals. I’m very proud 
of a lot of what David’s accom¬ 
plished, [but] even he would 
agree that my record voting on 
labor is stronger. While his is not 
poor, mine is superlative.” 

Monteiro said she personally 
believes that if the progressive 
community wants to get a candi¬ 
date through the primary process 
and elected to Congress, “We will 
need to unite behind a candidate 
and not divide our vote.” 

A crucial factor may be who 
gets the blessing of House Speak¬ 
er John Harwood, a Democratic 
power broker. Cicilline has a leg 
up over any of the other current 
or potential candidates. Secretary 
of State Jim Langevin has the 
greatest name recognition and is 
expected to announce soon, but is 
not pro-choice and likely at the 
top of Harwood’s black list be¬ 
cause of a report he issued stating 
that the Legislature does much of 
its work behind closed doors. 
Both Cicilline and Pisaturo of¬ 
fended the speaker by voting 
against his choice for house ma¬ 
jority leader. However, Cicilline 
mended fences with the leader¬ 
ship while Pisaturo has not.

We think both make 
great examples for others in the 
state. The Alliance will not make 
an endorsement for this or any 
other Congressional race, but I 
think both would be strong can¬ 
didates for higher office. We 
would be pleased with either rep¬ 
resenting Rhode Island.” 


The candidates seem to agree 
that both should not run. “I 
would be delighted to have Rep¬ 
resentative Pisaturo support me if 
I decide to run,” Cicilline said. 
“We’ve worked on lots of issues 
together. I would never ask an¬ 
other candidate not to run. I hope 
within the coming weeks if I de¬ 
cide to do it, Mike will*support 
me.” Pisaturo said only one gay 
candidate should be in the race. 
“Potential candidates should talk 
to each other,” he said. “We have 
to be practical. These are major 
races with a lot at stake. It doesn’t 
make sense for two people who 
agree on issues to run.” 

He said they need to decide 
who has the best chance of win¬ 
ning.

ince the state Alcoholic Bev¬ 
erage Control (ABC) agency 
%=: : began taking measures to 
close down the city’s beer busts and 
beer benefit events, starting with 
the Lone Star Saloon in the South 
of Market District, both the local 
gay community and groups that re¬ 
ceive donations through the events 
have reacted with sharp displeasure. 

The ABC warned the Lone Star 
Saloon last month that beer busts 
and benefits will be allowed no 
longer because they are “unli¬ 
censed events” that promote “an 
uncontrolled amount of alcohol 
to be outgoing from the bar.” Now 
the reality of the loss of such 
events is becoming apparent: a 
quick drop in important re¬ 
sources that support and sustain 
the city’s AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions (ASOs). 

“The loss of beer busts will 
have a profound effect on our or¬ 
ganization,” AIDS Emergency 
Fund (AEF) President Rick Sali¬ 
nas told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“We are highly dependent on 
those events and receive consider¬ 
able donations from them.” 

Salinas said beer busts and ben¬ 
efits held at several bars in San 
Francisco bring in money to sup¬ 
port AEF. “An event that brings in 
considerable donations is the Bare 
Chest Calendar contest,” Salinas 
added, an event held every two. 
weeks through the spring at bars 
like the Powerhouse, usually with a 
beer benefit as part of the festivities. 

The ABC cracked down on 
beer busts after the International 
Bear Rendezvous weekend in mid- 
February when, according to ABC 
District Administrator Michael 
Tyrel, “a couple of guys from Los 
Angeles called the San Francisco 
offices of the ABC complaining 
that a beer bust was taking place at 
the Lone Star.” Tyrel said f he events 
were banned in Los Angeles some¬ 
time last year, and that they are not 
allowed in any part of California, 
because the ABC is concerned they 
might lead to bartenders serving 
customers who have already had 
too much to drink. 

But as 58-year-old San Fran¬ 
cisco resident Larry Wendhausen 
told the B.A.R., “You can get

drunk no matter if the bar charges 
for a single refillable cup, or if you 
pay standard prices for drinks. 

“When I go to the beer busts at 
the Lone Star, I only drink a cou¬ 
ple of beers, so the idea that there 
is an ‘uncontrolled amount of al¬ 
cohol’ leaving the bar doesn’t 
apply,” Wendhausen added. “I’m 
sure that’s true for a lot of guys 
that go to the events.” 

One cancellation 
and counting 

AIDS Benefits Counselors Pos¬ 
itive Resource Center, an AIDS or¬ 
ganization that, like AEF, receives 
significant donations from beer 
busts and benefits, canceled a beer 
benefit that was to be held at the 
Lone Star Saloon on Saturday, 
April 10. “Beer benefits raise cru¬ 
cial money for Positive Resource 
Center as well- as the AEF,” said 
Ken Bukowski, the center’s execu¬ 
tive director. “The events allow 
unrestricted support and we will 
now be left to finding more cre¬ 
ative ways to raise money. The loss 
of the events will deeply impact 
our organization.” 

Tyrel told the B.A.R. that AIDS 
organizations are free to rent pub¬ 
lic halls for beer busts and bene¬ 
fits. “If the particular organization 
wants to raise money, they are free 
to do so on their own by renting a 
public hall. The organization in 
this situation is granted a one-day 
license to sell alcohol Where they 
could sell tickets for [refillable] 
cups for beer, like those events at 
the bars. Then the organization 
receives all the money directly.” 

He added, “If a bar or club 
wants to hold a benefit event, then 
the proper action for the bar owner 
to take would be to advertise the 
event as such, charge standard 
prices for drinks, then follow the 
event with a set donation which 
would go to the specific charity.” 
Beer busts and benefits typically 
cost $6 to $8 per cup, allowing the 
cup’s holder an opportunity to re¬ 
fill as many times as desired. 

Tyrel also denied that beer 
benefits are being singled out as 
events that promote “uncon¬ 
trolled drinking,” when other 
fundraising events advertising 
“open bars” are left alone. “We are 
responsible for monitoring all 
events around the city, whether 
it’s a benefit for the opera or any 
other type of event,” he said. “But 
we have limited resources.” 

Tyrel’s denial aside, patrons 
suspect the ABC of specifically 
harassing gay events and of using 
concern about uncontrolled 


drinking as a cover. Many Lone 
Star beer bust customers have 
suggested ways around the prohi¬ 
bition, including the idea that 
host bars print language on the 
tickets to the effect that manage¬ 
ment reserves the right to refuse 
refills to those who appear notice¬ 
ably intoxicated. 

Tyrel brushed the suggestion 
aside. “Issuing tickets with dis¬ 
claimers on them is getting a little 
sticky,” he said. “Bar owners will 
be allowed to hold beer benefits 
where they charge, say, $1 per bot¬ 
tle of beer. That way there is some 
control on the amount of alcohol 
leaving the bar.” 

Not dollars, but thousands 

“Anyway,” Tyrel continued, 
“I’m not all that convinced that 
beer busts or benefits actually 
raise a lot of money for charity. A 
$6 check issued to a charity after 
the beer bust is over is not raising 
significant money in my opinion.” 

Bukowski rebutted Tyrel’s state¬ 
ment, saying, “These benefits raise 
significant money for Positive Re¬ 
source Center. There are so many 
beer busts around the city and they 
happen on a very regular basis. We 
receive anywhere between $15,000 
to $20,000 each year from the ben¬ 
efits. I don’t know where he [Tyrel] 
comes up with $6.” 

Salinas also pointed out that 
“some bars may not raise a lot of 
money, but it means a lot to them 
to be able to sponsor these events. 
For example, the Wooden Horse 
[on Polk Street near Turk] ran an 
event a while back and raised 
$123. While that’s not a lot of 
money, it meant so much to the 
owners to be able to help the 
community in this way that they 
repeated the events for several 
months and raised a total of 
$1,500. The owners were delight¬ 
ed to be able to do this, especially 
since it is a very small bar and 
they have a very limited income. 

“On the other hand,” Salinas 
continued, “the old SF Eagle [now 
the Eagle Tavern] used to raise 
considerable money. Without the 
events we wouldn’t be where we 
are today as an organization that 
is here to fight AIDS.” 

The ABC may still provide a 
citation to the owners and man¬ 
agement at the Lone Star Saloon, 
making the initial warning effec¬ 
tive. After the Lone Star Saloon re¬ 
ceived the warning from the ABC, 
Lone Star Saloon owner Kevin 
Owens has decided to sell only in¬ 
dividual bottles at a reduced price 
at the beer benefits. T

each honoring someone who had 
died of AIDS. 

After the 1987 march, activists 
Rob Eichberg and Jean O’Leary 
had the idea to hold an annual re¬ 
membrance called National Com¬ 
ing Out Day (NCOD). Eichberg 
had been disheartened to find that 
many of the march’s participants 
came home and immediately 
went back into the closet. NCOD 
was designed as a day when peo¬ 
ple could help end gay visibility. 
Held first on October 11, 1988, 
the anniversary of the march, the 
commemoration has grown every 
year since. 

The ’93 march 

The third march on Washing¬ 
ton occurred on April 25, 1993, 
and was the biggest by far - ap¬ 
proximately three-quarters of a 
million people. Unlike the first 
two, this march received substan¬ 
tial mainstream media coverage. 
At that time, the furor over Presi¬ 
dent Clinton’s attempt to end the 
ban on gays in the military had

reached its height. Clinton de¬ 
clined to speak in person at the 
rally, though he sent a letter that 
was read aloud and booed by 
many.

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Financial update for PWAs on Medicare

N ewly-announced 1999 in¬ 
come eligibility levels can 
mean an extra $45.50 
monthly in Social Security Dis¬ 
ability Insurance (SSDI) checks 
and extra medical benefits for 
people with AIDS (PWAs) who 
have survived the two-year wait 
for Medicare. 

PWAs with SSDI and other in¬ 
come under $947 monthly will see 
a $45.50 Medicare Part B premi¬ 
um, which was being deducted, 
restored to their checks once the 
Specified Low Income Medicare 
beneficiary (SLIMB) and Quali¬ 
fied Individual (I) QI (I) pro¬ 
grams begin paying it for them. 

Those with SSDI and other in¬ 
come under $707 per month will 
not only get the premium paid 
for them and have the $45.50 re¬ 
stored to their SSDI checks - the 
Qualified Medicare Beneficiary 
(QMB) program will also pay the 
$768 hospital admission de¬ 
ductible, the $100 annual doctor 
bill deductible, and the 20 percent 
of doctor and outpatient bills that 
Medicare doesn’t cover. 

Both SLIMB/QI (I) and QMB 
are run by state Medicaid pro¬ 
grams through local welfare of¬ 
fices - not Social Security offices - 
even though they involve federal 
Medicare benefits. To be eligible 
for both SLIMB/QI (I) and QMB, 
one can have assets up to $4,000, 
an automobile and a lived-in 
home of any value. An additional 
$1,500 in savings is permitted if 
it’s kept separately from other 
money and the applicant plans to 
use it for burial. 

Applications are taken at local 
welfare offices, not at Social Secu¬ 


rity branches. Those applying 
should bring birth certificates, 
bank account and other asset 
records, deeds, mortgages, auto 
registrations, and driver’s license 
or other proof of identity and res¬ 
idency. Most importantly, appli¬ 
cants need to show their 
Medicare cards and the latest let¬ 
ter from Social Security establish¬ 
ing what their SSDI benefit total 
is. (Call 800-772-1213 for a new 
one if you’ve lost the letter.) 

In computing eligibility, it’s 
the total SSDI amount that 
counts against the $947 and $707 
income levels. SSDI checks only 
show the net amount - after the 
$45.50 has been deducted. So, in 
computing total income, one 
must add the $45.50 Medicare 
Part H deduction back onto the 
net SSDI check amount. 

Applicants for SLIMB or QMB 
at the welfare office now can 
bring a $45.50 increase in total in¬ 
come for those who qualify - and 
coverage of Medicare deductibles 
and co-payments as well for those 
who get the more generous QMB 
coverage. 

Back at work? 

SSDI beneficiaries can keep 
their Medicare even if they return 
to work - and they should do so, 
even if they secure employer 
health coverage. When you have a 
serious illness, two health insur¬ 
ance policies in force beat only 
one, and, besides, Medicare cov¬ 
ers some things private coverage 
doesn’t, and it won’t lapse (like 
the employer plan will if you are 
laid off or become too sick to 
work again). Medicare coverage is 
available - for a lifetime, even 
after returning to work - act long 
as one continues to have the con¬ 


dition which originally qualified 
one for SSDI. 

For those who are working, 
QMB and SLIMB/QI (I) disre¬ 
gard (that is, don’t count) $65 
and half the rest of gross earnings 
per month, and out-of-pocket 
medical expenses you pay your¬ 
self, before comparing your net 
countable income to their eligi¬ 
bility levels. This means that 
someone who has given up SSDI 
to resume work can have gross 
monthly earnings of $1,939 or 
more and still get SLIMB/QI (I) 
to pay his $45.50 premium. And 
to get QMB to pay the premium 
and also deductibles and co-pay¬ 
ments, one can have total month¬ 
ly wage of $1,459 or more. 

And, after 45 months back at 
work, Medicare Part A starts 
charging a premium too ($170 if 
you paid FICA payroll taxes for at 
least 7.5 years over your whole 
working life, or $309 if you paid 
those taxes for less time before 
you became disabled). But those 
with gross monthly earnings 
under $2,831 or more can have 
the welfare office’s Qualified Dis¬ 
abled Working Individual 
(QDWI) program pay their Part A 
premiums when they come due. 

Coverage for drugs and 
other items 

Medicare, QMB, or SLIMB/QI 
(I) won’t help with prescription 
drugs or care outside the 
Medicare benefit package. Medic¬ 
aid does so - for those who are el¬ 
igible. Those applying for QMB 
or SLIMB/QI (I) at welfare offices 
in California, Connecticut, the 
District of Columbia, Florida, 
Maine, New Jersey, and Rhode Is¬ 
land should remember that Med¬ 
icaid levels there are as high as - 


or almost as high as - the QMB 
levels. So it would pay to ask for 
“full” Medicaid (called MediCal 
in California) as well, while ap¬ 
plying for QMB or SLIMB/QI (I). 

Those who can’t qualify for 
Medicaid might be eligible for 
their state’s AIDS Drug Assistance 
Program (ADAP), which has 
much higher income limits. Call 
(800) 432-AIDS to find out how 
to contact your state’s ADAP pro¬ 
gram. But if persons with HIV 
can’t get the coverage or the drugs 
they need from Medicaid or 
ADAP - and they live in Con¬ 
necticut, Illinois, Maine, Mary¬ 
land, or New Jersey - there are 
state generic drug assistance pro¬ 
grams, which also use income lev¬ 
els higher than Medicaid’s. (These 
states’ general drug programs are 
separate from ADAP; they’re for 
all needy disabled people and pre¬ 
date the AIDS crisis). Call the city 
or county aging office (even if 
you’re not elderly) to get details 
about these separate drug pro¬ 
grams in these five states. 

For those not covered by any

but added that it’s “premature for 
that to be considered.” 

Clarence said that as a taxpay¬ 
er, she doesn’t want the city to pay 
Lew’s fine, adding that the city 
“would be ratifying his miscon¬ 
duct” if it pays the judgment for 
him. “Why should the taxpayers 
pay for that?” 

Anguished testimony 

Last Thursday, Schneider took 
the witness stand and was emo¬ 
tional as she told the jury about 
the events of June 13,1996, when 
she was arrested by San Francisco 
Police Officer Robert Porter on a 
solicitation charge. Schneider was 
then transported to the county jail 
where deputies were confused 
about her gender. Porter had ini¬ 
tially written “M” for male on 
Schneider’s field arrest card even 
though Schneider insisted she was 
female. The card was later 
changed with the “M” crossed out 
and “F” for female written in. 

Schneider said her pleas to 
deputies at the jail to check a com¬ 
puter database that would confirm 
she’s a female were ignored and 
that she was strip searched by a fe¬ 
male deputy after Lew booked her 
into jail as a male. Schneider told 
the jury that the female deputy, 
who she could not identify other 
than to say the deputy was wear¬ 
ing the distinctive green uniform 
of the sheriff’s department, took 
her into a room off the hallway 
and told her to strip. 

“The deputy asked me for my 
wig,” Schneider testified, adding 
that she was ordered to spread her 
legs, spread her buttocks, and 
spread her vagina. She was forced 
to remove her dental plates, which 
she had to place on a dirty table. 
After the strip search, Schneider 
was told to dress and given her 
dental plates back, but the deputy 
kept Schneider’s wig. 

On direct examination, 
Schneider was asked by Clarence 
why she wanted her wig back. “I 
felt embarrassed, my hair is not 
very attractive, and I didn’t want 
to go back [to the holding area] 
without it.” 

Clarence displayed an enlarged 
photo taken of Schneider without 
her wig to the jury as she asked 
more questions, and Schneider 
became more emotional, finally 
breaking into tears. “The women

who were there [in the booking 
area] before, they saw me coming 
and started laughing. They saw I 
was different. I didn’t have any 
hair. All the deputies were looking 
over at me, laughing because I 
looked different than I looked be¬ 
fore. I didn’t have my hair on. I 
was so scared. I was crying. 

“I felt my rights were violated 
and I felt humiliated,” Schneider 
testified. 

The sheriff department’s poli¬ 
cy on strip searches, according to 
Eileen Hirst, chief of staff to Sher¬ 
iff Mike Hennessey, is that they are 
performed on arrestees if they are 
charged with a crime involving 
drugs, weapons, or violence; if de¬ 
tainees have a recent criminal his¬ 
tory involving drugs or weapons; 
or where there’s an appropriate 
custodial reason to do so. 

In court documents, longtime 
jail medic Mike Fowler testified 
that in June 1996, his evaluation 
of Schneider showed “no symp¬ 
toms” of drug addiction. 

In court documents and dur¬ 
ing the trial, Schneider, whose last 
gender reassignment surgeries 
were performed in 1992, said she 
had previously taken copies of her 
birth certificate and other docu¬ 
ments to sheriff’s department 
personnel following a 1993 inci¬ 
dent in which she was placed in a 
male holding cell and then strip 
searched. Schneider said she 
talked with Hirst to ask what she 
needed to do to avoid a similar in¬ 
cident. Following that conversa¬ 
tion, Schneider took the docu¬ 
ments to the Hall of Justice. 

During the defense portion of 
the trial, a deposition from Hirst 
was read during which Hirst stat¬ 
ed she had a “vague recollection” 
of receiving a phone call from 
Schneider, however, Hirst stated 
that she could not envision telling 
Schneider to take documents to 
the Hall of Justice. Asked if it was 
possible she received a call from 
Schneider, Hirst replied, “Any¬ 
thing is possible.” 

The jury also heard from 
Porter, the arresting officer, who 
admitted on cross examination 
that he repeatedly referred to 
Schneider as a male during his de¬ 
position, even after he was advised 
by his attorney to refer to her as a 
female. 

Schneider is no longer working 
as a prostitute and has a job doing 
HIV outreach through the Uni¬ 
versity of California, San Francis¬ 
co. T

A&PI and PI beget TECP

- % p he first HIV treatment train¬ 
ing program for non-med- 
H ical providers in San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS service organizations 
(ASOs) has finished its first year. 
The program, called Treatment 
Education Certification Program 
(TECP), is a collaboration be¬ 
tween Asian and Pacific Islander 
Wellness Center (A&PI) and Pro¬ 
ject Inform (PI), two respected 
San Francisco-based ASOs. The 
program is funded and mandated 
by the San Francisco Department 
of Public Health with Ryan White 
CARE Act dollars. 

Talk about the need for this 
type of training program goes back 
into San Francisco HIV history. 
There has long been a desire to 
train service providers about the 
basics of HIV treatment. Other 
trainings are required and given to 
these providers, but none have ad¬ 
dressed the basics of HIV treat¬ 
ment. So, in this ever-changing 
time of great confusion over deliv¬ 
ery of services and the complicated 
information about HIV, the HIV 
Health Services Planning Council 
and the AIDS Office implemented 
a grant proposal in time to initiate 
this training program.. 

The providers enrolling in the 
program are case managers, treat¬ 
ment advocates, peer advocates, 
mental health and substance abuse 
counselors, and outreach workers 
working in ASOs and public 
health clinics. Each position has a 
crucial role in the life of a person 
with HIV receiving services, and 
without some sort of understand¬ 
ing of treatments used in HIV 
today, the positions would lack 
credible support for clients who 
are living longer and learning how 
to survive. Other educational pro¬ 
grams similar to TECP exist, but 
none have been specifically de¬ 
signed for service providers, none 
have been managed and coordi¬ 
nated by other AIDS service agen¬ 
cies, and none are led by peers. 

Also, the program is unique be¬ 
cause it was born and is operated 
out of the community and not a 
university of governmental 
agency. Developed by A&PI and PI 
in mid-1998, the program has had 
significant input from the 
providers and clients it aims to af¬ 


fect. A&PI developed a manual for 
AIDS treatment case managers, a 
model born out of the agency sev¬ 
eral years ago. PI has always been 
the leader in bringing treatment 
information to the affected com¬ 
munity. The collaboration among 
the organizations was meant to 
happen and is now bearing the 
fruit of its labor and commitment. 

TECP has trained 152 partici¬ 
pants to date, and will continue for 
another year (through February 
2000). Forty-one agencies and clin¬ 
ics serving people with AIDS have 
been represented so far. Certi¬ 
fication follows for partici¬ 
pants who pass the ini¬ 
tial three-day session ^ 
with a score of 90 per¬ 
cent or above, standards 
set high by the AIDS Of¬ 
fice in order to guarantee a 
level of knowledge and ex¬ 
pertise not seen before 
in HIV service 
providers. Participants 
have three opportuni¬ 
ties to re-take the test and pass. 

Eighty percent of the partici¬ 
pants in the first year passed the 
training and received certifica¬ 
tion. Demographics were half 
men and half women. Ethnicity 
demographics were 46 percent 
white; 20 percent African-Ameri¬ 
can; 16 percent Latino/a; 10 per¬ 
cent A&PI, 3 percent Native 
American. In order to assess if 
people learned anything in the 
initial training, both pre- and 
post-course tests were given. The 
average pre-course test score was 
50. Average post-course test scores 
were 89.6, with a difference of 39 
points, showing a significant in¬ 
creased level of knowledge. 

Topics covered in the training 
include a broad range of treat¬ 
ment subjects related to HIV dis¬ 
ease and the healthcare of people 
infected with HIV. Understanding 
how HIV invades the body and 
cells, how the immune system 
functions, how the body is inca¬ 
pacitated by HIV, stages of HIV 
disease, antiretroviral therapy - 
including side effects, drug inter¬ 
actions and adherence, oppor¬ 
tunistic infections, research and 
clinical trials, and health benefits 
- are all covered in the training. 

Since HIV information can 
change dramatically, TECP allows 
for update meetings where new 


HIV treatment information is pre¬ 
sented. Since the start of TECP 
two new drugs have been ap¬ 
proved by the Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration (FDA), the Federal 
Guidelines for the Management of 
HIV have been updated, and new 
information about the immune 
system have developed. The peo¬ 
ple who have gone through the 
initial three-day course can now 
attend the update meetings as part 
of their continuing education and 
be kept abreast of cutting edge de¬ 
velopments. Additionally, other 
monthly sessions - called 
“Provider Work Groups” - 
cover pressing issues 
such as nutrition and 
lipodystrophy, hepati¬ 
tis C, and HIV treat¬ 
ment issues for trans- 
gendered people. 
Evaluations of TECP 
have been favorable. 
Maureen Fiorelli, a 
woman living with 
HIV and peer advo¬ 
cate at Lyon Martin Womens Clin¬ 
ic, stated in her evaluation, “As a 
person living with HIV, I’m proud 
that our local service providers 
have access to this detailed infor¬ 
mation -1 feel like we are in “good 
hands!” 

Other comments taken after 
the sessions included “I felt the 
training bridged a gap between my 
psycho-social approach and med¬ 
ical understanding”; “This training 
helps me feel empowered in my 
own care around living with this 
disease thereby making me a 
strong advocate for my clients”; 
and “I knew nothing coming in [to 
the training] and now I feel I can 
talk about the virus with a clear 
understanding of certain issues.” 

“The state of HIV information 
is always changing,” stated Hank 
Wilson, treatment advocate at 
Tenderloin AIDS Resource Center 
and past participant in the train¬ 
ing. “TECP provides a foundation 
to apply the treatment changes 
that are happening on a daily 
basis. Without that foundation 
providers can be lost, and not be 
aware of potential dangers. I’ve 
seen people with HIV still dying of 
PCP pneumonia that could have 
been prevented, had there been an 
intervention of prophylactic med¬ 
ication, initiated by a case manag¬ 
er or treatment advocate.” T

Mister Hines is also an 11-year 
survivor of HIV, which makes 
him worthy of the position of sec¬ 
retary of health, as far as I’m con¬ 
cerned. Sorry, Donna, but the 
story of your life as portrayed by 
Linda Hunt is in development. 
Off to Hollywood with you. 

And speaking of Hollywood, 
Mister Hines is from there. He 
also looks good in a uniform. As a 
former actual U.S. Marine, Mister 
Hines is also gay, a wonderful, if 
not often redundant combina¬ 
tion. 

He has not, however, appeared 
in any Dirk Yates videos, so the 
prospect of sex scandal is mini¬ 
mal. His experience in the realm 
of theatre, however, may make 
him a better performer, should 
this become a requirement for the 
office of president. 

Hines is seeking a Libertarian 
Party nomination, and has al¬ 
ready had many speaking engage¬ 
ments. His platform of social and 
foreign policy can be viewed on 
his website at 

www.gaywired.com/LarryHi- 
nesin2000. About Bill Clinton, he 
says “the gay community gets 
crumbs from the Democratic 
Party.” He was especially let down 
by the gays in the military deba¬ 
cle, being a direct casualty of the 


policy. 

But is Hines “the” gay candi¬ 
date (aside from perpetual presi¬ 
dential hopeful Joan Jett Blakk)? 
“I think people are worried that 
I’m going to claim to be a 
spokesman for the gay communi¬ 
ty,” said Hines.

But I’m definitely 
speaking as a gay man.” 

Wearing his uniform at the 
1993 March on Washington, 
his activism has long been 
a part of who he is, and 
reflects his values.

Being HIV-positive 
doesn’t mean I’m going to 
be running around talking 
about my medical con¬ 
dition, but I would 
rather all that infor¬ 
mation be out there.” 

Aside from his 
combat and athletic 
skills, which, as Governor Jesse 
can tell you, come in handy, Hines 
has included on his platform a re¬ 
minder of an often forgotten pas¬ 
sage in the United States Consti¬ 
tution. “No religious test shall 
ever be required as a qualification 
to any office or public trust under 
the United States.” 

Of course, every Republican 
would fail that religious test, par¬ 
ticularly the multiple choice ques¬ 
tion shown here: 

The Bible is: 

• the law of God and our coun¬ 
try 

• a good story with an ending 
that could use a re-write 

• my excuse to be a stinking pig 
bigot 

Coach of the House 

And speaking of stink, let’s 
delve into the deep dark mysteries 
of the GOP and its athletic candi¬ 
dates. 

“I am not willing to preside 
over a group of cannibals,” then- 


House Speaker Newt Gingrich 
said before being eaten alive.

“I believe these limits are 
healthy for our society because 
they maintain the value of hetero¬ 
sexual marriage and the prospect 
of raising a family.” 

On the non-discrimination 
act: “I do not believe that a per¬ 
son’s lifestyle or behavior makes 
them eligible for behavior-specif¬ 
ic protections. ENDA extends ex¬ 
isting non-discrimination laws 
that apply to race, age, gender, or 
religious affiliation to individuals 
who behave like, or are perceived 
to be lesbian, homosexual, or bi¬ 
sexual_Any employer or prop¬ 

erty owner should be able to 
refuse to hire, rent, or enter into a 
contractual agreement with any 
person whose behavior is morally 
offensive to him. 

“I do not believe, and it has 
not been demonstrated, that a 
person’s ‘sexual preference’ is bio¬ 
logically inherent. Evidence shows 
that ‘sexual preference’ is nothing 
more than a choice of will. Ex¬ 
tending civil rights protection 
based on behavior is inappropri¬ 
ate.” 

And how is being a Bible- 
quoting evangelical Christian not 
learned behavior? 

“I have stated that I would not 
fire someone based on his or her 
sexual orientation. However, I be¬ 
lieve people should have that 
right.” 

Steve says he prefers “life-style 
evangelism” to “handing out the 
four spiritual tracts to people I 
corner in the bathroom.” His odd 
toilet behavior aside, he then calls 
homosexuality unhealthy. 

“They would love to tag me as 
a wild-eyed, right wing, radical 
conservative fruitcake,” he said in 
the Times piece. “But that’s not 
me. I’m not weird. I’m normal, or 
I feel like I am. Maybe that’s the 
first sign you aren’t.” 

It is voices like these that are 
not going away, even in toilets, 
even in Steve’s head, because a 
quarterback is not normal. Since 
there’s only one on the team, he’s 
the biggest freak of all. 

And a relentless one. “You can’t 
intimidate me,” Largent has been 
quoted as saying. “I’ve had line¬ 
backers who wanted to kill me.”

She kept yelling ‘Keep going, keep 
going.’ The pier ended. It was a 
short pier. ‘Oh, sorry, wrong pier.’” 

Broken moral compass 

This misguided herding tactic 
may be an apt analogy for the way 
riders, and AIDS charities, have 
been treated by Pallotta Team- 
Works, Inc., aka Pallotta and As¬ 
sociates, Inc., the Los Angeles- 
based for-profit company that has 
been sued, fined, and maligned, 
yet defends its high fees and con¬ 
tinues to secure contracts with 
charities around the country. 


While criticism rises in news¬ 
paper articles, editorials, and 
among riders, the viewpoint of 
Chris Cole, national director at 
Pallotta TeamWorks, is strikingly 
different. Cole told the Dallas 
Morning News that 15 percent on 
$3 million is a good investment. 
As he put it, “They couldn’t have 
done anywhere near that by 
putting their money in the bank 
or the stock market.” 

That comment struck Boston’s 
Bay Windows editor Jeff Epperly. 
In a March editorial, Epperly 
slammed what he called Cole’s 
“hubris.” 

Epperly pointed out, “Giving 
money to a charitable event is 
nothing like investing money in 
stocks. One is about individual in-

vestors making a private profit 
and accepting the risks associated 
with capitalism; the other is about 
taking the hard-earned money of 
well-meaning people who expect 
that most of their money will go 
to help the charities involved. For 
Cole to compare money-making 
to money-giving suggests that he 
and his company have their moral 
compass broken.” 

Vermont’s Out in the Moun¬ 
tains called it “the WalMart of 
AIDS benefits.” 

And like WalMart, Pallotta 
TeamWorks allegedly reaps bigger 
profits each year. The amount of that 
profit is debatable, since the compa¬ 
ny keeps those records private. 

Rides, whether east or west 


coast, midwest or south, have one 
consistent pattern: controversy. 

Wisconsin, 1998: Agencies net¬ 
ted a mere 6.5 percent, or $52,000, 
from last July’s 500-mile Twin 
Cities-Wisconsin-Chicago AIDS 
Ride. This April, editor-in-chief 
William Attewell’s In Step News' 
scathing editorial said, “Pallotta 
has blamed the disturbingly low 
ratios of net proceeds vs. high 
production costs on everything 
from Mother Nature to low gay 
support to logistical problems.” 

Texas, 1998: The first Houston 
to Dallas AIDS Ride returned just 
15 percent of its gross. “We trust¬ 
ed them, and we got screwed,” 
Byron C. Trott, executive director 
of the Gay and Lesbian Commu¬ 
nity Center in San Antonio, told

the Dallas Morning News. His 
group is one of 10 in Texas to per¬ 
manently shun Pallotta Team- 
Works, who, Trott said, aim “to 
make money for themselves and 
not to provide help for people 
with AIDS.” 

Florida, 1997: The Ride took in 
less than $300,000, while costing 
$1.2 million; the late Steve 
Michael of ACT UP/Washington 
was so disgusted he called Pallotta 
TeamWorks “the worst AIDS prof¬ 
iteer since Burroughs-Wellcome.” 
(This year AIDS service agencies 
banded together to create their 
own ride, shunning Pallotta.) 

Pennsylvania, 1997: Pallotta 
TeamWorks was taken to a 
Philadelphia court for misrepre¬ 
sentation in a 1996 Ride. They 
settled a civil action for $110,000 
after the state’s attorney general 
found the firm guilty of mislead¬ 
ing the public about net proceeds. 

Pallotta spokespeople blame 
demographics and low turnout 
for the regional fiascoes in cities 
that have fewer affluent people 
and smaller gay populations. Yet 
Pallotta and Associates take a 
hefty fee of around $180,000 to 
$280,000, no matter the success, 
failure, or location of the event. 

Devotees and hardy cyclists par¬ 
ticipating in the rides defend it for 
what it means to them, particularly 
some San Franciscans, to whom the 
AIDS Ride has created a subculture 
and social network in a communi¬ 
ty nearly wiped out by AIDS. 

This summer will see the sixth 
AIDS Ride in the Bay Area. Almost 
2,500 people will trek by bike to 
Los Angeles, departing from Fort 
Mason just after dawn on June 6 - 
ominously termed Day Zero. 

As that date approaches, the 
Bay Area Reporter has been talk¬ 
ing with several participants - 
past and present - on what the 
AIDS Rides mean to them. Also 
interviewed in future articles are 
community activists, sponsors, 
and former employees of Pallotta 
and Associates. T

For Chris Cole to compare 
money-making to money-giving 
suggests that he and his company 
have their moral compass broken.

"A national strategy summit on 
lesbian rights, sponsored by 
the National Organization 
for Women (NOW) and a coali¬ 
tion of over 70 queer, feminist, and 
progressive groups, will be held in 
Washington, D.C., this weekend, 
April 23-25. The event is open to 
all lesbian women and their allies. 

The summit will focus on cur¬ 
rent challenges and future strate¬ 
gies for the lesbian rights move¬ 
ment. According to organizers, the 
forum will be a venue for 
“creating] a framework to ensure 
the values, vision, and inclusion of 
lesbians in the feminist movement, 
and feminists in the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender move¬ 
ment.” The last NOW lesbian 
rights conference was held in 1988. 

Guest speakers at the event will 
include Representative Tammy 
Baldwin (D-Wisconsin); Eliza¬ 
beth Birch of the Human Rights 
Campaign; ousted Lieutenant 
Colonel Grethe Cammermeyer; 
NOW President Patricia Ireland; 
Kerry Lobel of the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force (NGLTF); 
Willa Taylor, executive director of 
the National Black Lesbian and 
Gay Leadership Forum; and Ur- 
vashi Vaid, director of the 
NGLTF’s Policy Institute. NOW’s 
Women of Courage Award will be 
presented on Friday to longtime 
lesbian activists Del Martin and 
Phyllis Lyon of San Francisco. 

In addition to speakers, the 
forum will also feature entertain¬ 
ers including Sonia of Disappear 
Fear. The summit will conclude 


on Sunday with a march and rally. 

Roundtable and panel discus¬ 
sions will be held on a wide range 
of issues, including campus orga¬ 
nizing, lesbian health issues, 
youth and aging issues, parenting 
and custody, domestic partner¬ 
ships, same-sex domestic vio¬ 
lence, the “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” 
military exclusion policy, hate 
crimes, running for office, and the 
creatively titled “Organizing for 
Change: From ABC to www.” 

Also to be discussed is an effort 
by the S/M Policy Reform Project, 
a group of NOW members seek¬ 
ing to amend the organization’s 
policy on consensual sado¬ 
masochism - currently enshrined 
in NOW’s Declaration of Lesbian 
Rights - which states that “sado¬ 
masochism is an issue of exploita¬ 
tion and violence, not affection- 
al/sexual preference/orientation.” 

Transgendered people will also 
be represented at the summit, which 
will include a roundtable discussion 
on transgender issues on Friday. 

According to Ireland, “We are 
facing serious right wing attacks 
on lesbian and gay civil rights - 
now is the time to close ranks and 
fight our enemies. The Lesbian 
Rights Summit will give us the op¬ 
portunity to start the new century 
with unprecedented strength and 
a unified lesbian rights agenda.” ▼

ueerspotting in this year’s SFIFF 
l (the 42nd, if you can believe it) 
f offered mostly minor rewards. 
Only one feature qualifies as un¬ 
abashedly homo, along with a 
documentary, an experimental film, and a 
few shorts. Of course, as progressive queers, 
we shouldn’t be too upset at being under¬ 
represented in a festival that’s showing fab¬ 
ulous recent work by world-class auteurs 
like Mohsen Makhmalbaf ( The Silence), 
Theo Angelopoulos ( Eternity and a Day), 
and Emir Kusturica ( Black Cat, White Cat). 
That said, let’s take a look at this year’s gay 
and lesbian (not!) component. 

Of the eight “official” Queer Interest 
films as listed in the press materials, three 
are shorts, and a fourth, Arturo Ripstein’s 
Divine, was unavailable for previewing. 
That leaves Simon Shore’s British coming- 
out drama, Get Real; Chuck Smith and Ari 
Marcopoulos’s documentary about an an¬ 
drogyny-obsessed artist, Forrest Bess: Key to 
the Riddle; Mike Hoolboom’s fine experi¬ 
mental film Panic Bodies; and a forgettable 
featurette from France, Sebastien Lifshitz’s 
Open Bodies. (There’s also a minute or two 
of implied lesbianism in the inventive Le 
Poulpe and an evil queen scene in the Sene¬ 
galese classic Touki-Nouki — both worthy 
films but not high on the homometer.) 

Get Real, which opens theatrically in a 
couple of weeks, has an immediate subver¬ 


sive edge simply by being about the tor¬ 
tured coming-out process of a 16-year-old 
British schoolboy. (Repeat that line, substi¬ 
tuting the word “American” for “British” to 
understand just how subversive this is.) 
Based on a play by Patrick Wilde, the film 
stars Ben Silverstone as Steven Carter, a 
pale, genial upper-middle-class student bul¬ 
lied at school, subtly tyrannized by his fa¬ 
ther, and driven to dawdle near a public re¬ 
stroom in the local cruising park. Steven’s 
obsession with jock-dreamboat John Dixon 
(Brad Gorton) complicates things, more so 
when the supposedly straight hunk actual¬ 
ly responds to Steven’s advances. There’s 
also the obligatory overweight fag hag 
(played with gusto by Charlotte Brittain), a 
gal pal who stoically goes from potential 
girlfriend to “sister,” a sympathetic teacher, 
and uncomprehending parents. Steven’s 
dilemma is how to reconcile his own desire 
to admit who he is with John’s desperation 
to stay in the closet. 

Simon Shore’s direction is polished, and 
Silverstone is effective as the troubled boy 
moving inexorably toward coming out. 
There are also bits of welcome if disposable 
humor, as when Steven’s attempts to write 
his phone number on a piece of toilet paper 
for a trick is thwarted when his pen runs 
out of ink. Less interesting is the predictable 
plot, the deadly air of a kind of homosexu¬ 
al “After School Special,” which shines

Nell Carter to perform with the San Francisco Gay Men's Chorus

N ell Carter may or may not have performed in 
San Francisco after her first visit here in Ain’t 
Misbehavin’. “Oh, God, I’ve done too many, 
drugs to remember,” said the entertainer, who 
has been clean and sober for 13 years after cocaine near¬ 
ly destroyed her career. But there’s every reason to believe 
that Carter will remember her next performance here. 

“I begged for the chance to sing with them,” Carter 
said from Beverly Hills about her upcoming perfor¬ 
mance with the San Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus. “This 
is really important to me.” 

Carter and chorus will perform together April 24 and 
25 at the Masonic Auditorium in a jazz- and blues- 
themed program highlighted by tributes to Duke Elling¬ 
ton and Fats Waller. “I’ll be doing songs from Ain’t Mis¬ 
behavin’ for those who know me only from that, and for 
those who know me in real life, I’ll be doing If I Can’t Sell 
It, I’ll Sit on It,” said Carter, who described herself as 
“perky with an attitude.” 

The seeds for this concert were planted when several 
chorus members took a cruise on which Carter was a fea¬ 
tured entertainer. “She does a show every night,” said 
Stan Hill, the chorus’ artistic director, “but during the 
day she wanders around getting to know people. Our 


guys talked to her about the chorus, and how great it 
would be to do a show with her.” 

With the ball rolling, Carter was invited to the chorus’ 
fundraising banquet last fall, and the relationship was 
sealed. “It was like discovering a long-lost sister,” Hill 
said. “There was a bonding that doesn’t happen very 
often when you’re dealing with celebrities. There was a 
real simpatico going on.” 

Carter had actually first heard the chorus perform 
years ago, but she was not in a place where she wanted to 
deal with people who might be struggling with AIDS. 
“When my brother passed away about 10 years ago, I was 
a very angry person,” Carter said. “I watched all my 
friends die, and then my brother flew in from Chicago 
to see me. He was helping me make the bed, and he said, 
‘Nell, I have cancer,’ and he just looked at me. We never 
said anything, but my heart died.” 

She still regrets that they did not confront the reality 
of his illness and come to terms with it. “We talked for¬ 
ever on the phone, but we just did not acknowledge it,” 
she said. But on her own she was frantically researching 
the latest treatments for AIDS, and was frustrated in the 
process. “I couldn’t find anyone who knew anything, so

H he New Conservatory The¬ 
atre Center is billing its up- 

si coming season of gay theater 
as “Sex, Guts, Glory -— The Mil¬ 
lennium Pride Season.” The 1999- 
2000 season will also mark the 
fifth anniversary for the Pride 
program, which will be expanding 
in several new directions over the 
course of its six-play series. 

“Our audience has been very 
supportive as we have been very 
slowly moving toward not-just- 
flesh on stage,” said Ed Decker, the 
artistic and executive director of 
NCTC. “With this season, we’re 
trying to tie together the fabric of 
the land in addition to being artis¬ 
tic and having fun.” 

Here are the key elements pro¬ 
viding the aforementioned sex, 
guts, and glory: 

Steel Kiss (Sept. 8-Oct. 30) 

— Canadian playwright Robin 
Fulford’s two-part drama makes 
its US debut. The first act tells the 
true story of the 1985 murder of 
a gay teacher in a Toronto park by 
four local teenagers. The second 
act takes place four years after the 
murder as the perpetrators are 
preparing for their release. Origi¬ 
nally presented as two separate 
plays, Fulford has adapted his 
works into a single evening for the 
NCTC run. “It’s a very powerful 
play,” Decker said. “That’s why 
we’re opening with it.” 

Dream Boy (Nov. 10-Jan. 1) 

— Eric Rosen’s adaptation of Jim 
Grimsley’s novel offers a bitter¬ 
sweet look at the first love be¬ 
tween two adolescent boys in the 
Bible Belt. “It’s darker than Beau¬ 
tiful Thing,” said Decker. NCTC’s 
production follows engagements 
in Chicago and Atlanta. 

Who’s Afraid of Edward 
Albee? (Dec. 1-Jan. 22)— Los 
Angeles playwright Michael 
Kearns offers a backstage look at 
an acting troupe rehearsing an all¬ 
male production of Who’s Afraid 
of Virginia Woolf?, a concept that 
Albee has adamantly refused to 
authorize. “It’s a very funny 
romp,” Decker said, “as the actors 
become like the characters they’re 
playing.” The play will have its 
premiere in Los Angeles in June, 
before being reworked for the San 
Francisco run. “The second act 
still needs a little tweaking,” Deck¬ 
er said. 

Love! Valour! Compassion! 

(Jan. 12-March 4) — Terrence 
McNally’s Tony Award-winning 
drama makes its San Francisco 
debut. (Berkeley Rep staged the 
Bay Area premiere in 1996.) The 
play follows eight friends during 
their weekend escapes to the 
country, where friendships are 
tested and reaffirmed. “We had 
tried to get McNally’s Corpus 
Christi, but it wasn’t available yet,” 
Decker said. “But we had been 
talking for some time that Love! 
Valour! Compassion! should be 
done here. Our audience is differ¬ 
ent than Berkeley Rep’s.” 

Message to Michael (March 
15-May 6) — Tom Pinckney’s 
comedy, an off-off-Broadway suc¬ 
cess of the past season, looks at 
two bar-hoppirig gay friends who 
find their relationship strained 
when one lands a boyfriend. “It’s 
kind of a normal story,” Decker 
said. “It’s just about being funny.” 

Torch Song Trilogy (May 24- 
July 15) — Harvey Fierstein’s 
Tony-Award winning comedy 
makes a return to San Francisco 


fessional female impersonator 
and his relationship with his lover, 
his mother, and an adopted son 
went out of vogue at the height of 
the AIDS epidemic. “But so much 
of it is still relevant and current,” 
Decker said. “A lot of issues were 
left in waiting while we had to 
save our lives.” 

Torch Song Trilogy and Love! 
Valour! Compassion! will be pre¬ 
sented in the Decker Theatre, the 
largest of the center’s three the¬ 
aters, marking the first time a 
Pride Season production has been 
staged there. “Our plan was in the 
first years to do the Pride produc¬ 
tions in the smaller spaces,” Deck¬ 
er said. “By consistently filling up 
the smaller theaters you create a 
buzz. We’re running at about 76 
percent capacity this year, up from 
60 percent last year, and we figure 
we’re ready to make the move.” 

The 140-seat Decker Theatre 
will also be home to New Conser¬ 
vatory Theatre Center in Concert, 
a new program of musicals pre¬ 
sented as staged concerts. The first 
season will include a return of The 
Harvey Milk Show, the classic 
Stephen Sondheim revue Side by 
Side by Sondheim, and the spoof 
Boy Meets Boy. The theater is also 
in negotiation for William Finn’s 


'A Thin Place

| % ome plays are said to be 

• thought-provoking. A Thin 
"f 0 Place in the Universe is such 
a play, though' the thoughts pro¬ 
voked are often along the lines of 
“What the heck is happening 
now?” But it’s not accidental ob¬ 
fuscation. At one point the central 
character turns to the audience 
and says, “If you’re so smart, you 
figure it out.” 

Being presented by the First 
Seen company in the Studio at 
Theatre Rhino, Jeff Schwamberg- 
er’s new play is nothing if not 
ambitious. Archeology, the Greek 
legend of Oedipus, the Vietnam 
War, and Judaica, not to mention 
a dead man kvetching, are among 
the ingredients in this exploration 
of... well, I’m not sure of what. 
The perils in digging up old bones 
(the play is set at an archeological 
dig) is an obvious metaphor, as 
should likely be the Oedipal 
Complex (Oedipus’ burial site is 
the archeologists’ quest), but 
that’s not where the playwright 
seems to be going. 

Nor does the fact that the 
young firebrand archeologist at 
the center of the story is gay turn 
out to be particularly significant, 
even though he announces “I’m 
queer” to anyone within earshot. 
Christopher does submit to a sin¬ 
gle kiss near the end of the play, 
but it’s not this romantic bottle¬ 
neck that is driving the frequent¬ 
ly hallucinogenic action. 

Characters are constantly 
morphing, as well as time-travel¬ 
ing, and in a matter of moments 
one actor may be portraying a 
bumbling rich kid, a drug-addled 
soldier in Vietnam, and a Greek 
sentry of indeterminate vintage. 
The latter character seems at

times to emerge from antiquity, 
but he also shoots a contempo¬ 
rary archeologist who says things 
like, “You want I should bleed to 
death, boychik?” Death doesn’t 
shut him up, as he continually 
haunts Christopher’s dreams and 
sometimes his phone calls. 

A jangling telephone is a re¬ 
curring motif, as is Chris’ con¬ 
stant stripping to his shorts and 
quick repantsings. That actor 
Mark VanDerBeets cuts an ap¬ 
pealing figure in his Joe Boxers 
makes these moments visually 
pleasing, at least the first dozen 
times.

through in spite of the potentially 
controversial edge. The film un¬ 
derstandably avoids extended love 
scenes, but it also stints on the 
drama. Scenes that might and 
perhaps should be harrowing — 
Steven being caught in public by 
the cops, his clashes with his fa¬ 
ther — have no sting, making this 
ultimately one of the easier com¬ 
ing-out stories in recent memory. 

Mike Hoolboom’s Panic Bodies 
was reviewed at length in these 
pages when it played a few weeks 
ago at the San Francisco Cine¬ 
matheque. Suffice it to say that 
this is one of the more daring and 
exciting experimental works to 
come along, and a refreshing 
counterpoint to the mindlessness 
of much of recent gay cinema. 

Outsider visions 

A highlight of the festival is 
Forrest Bess: Key to the Riddle. This 
fascinating documentary looks at 
the life and work of a litde-known 
outsider artist (1911-1977) whose 
struggles with his homosexuality 
led to visions, a vastly detailed 
inner world, a brilliant painting 
career, and self-mutilation. His 
paintings — small, powerfully 
disturbing works that draw on a 
kind of ancient pictographic sym¬ 
bology — brought comparisons 
to Jackson Pollack and Franz 
Kline, but Bess was unique in sev¬ 
eral ways. A fishing bait salesman 
by day, he hung out with Texas 
good old boys while having shows 
in tony New York galleries and 
privately obsessing over trans¬ 
forming himself into what he 
called a “pseudo-hermaphrodite.” 
A student of Jung and anthropol¬ 
ogy, he eventually copied certain 
Australian tribesmen in cutting a 
hole in the base of his penis, 
which nearly cost him his life. He

road movies. Miles of footage are 
wasted on picturesque tracking 
shots of Moroccan countryside. 
Even more film is unspooled on 
Moroccan music and dance to 
pound home the fact, one sup¬ 
poses, that we are outsiders look¬ 
ing in. Along the way there is the 
requisite romance (with French- 
Moroccan actor Said Taghmaoui), 
there is a health crisis, and there is 
the incoherent babble of the phar¬ 
maceutically-inclined dropouts of 
the Western World. Then there’s 
the soundtrack, dominated by 
overly familiar standards of the 
era. Memo to MacKinnon: Just 
say no to Go Ask Alice. 

Poor Kate Winslet. Her Julia 
comes off as the confused child of 


a disintegrating empire playing a 
particularly selfish game of neo¬ 
colonial soul-searching. To the 
movie’s minor credit, the harsh re¬ 
ality of residual European patron¬ 
age is neither ignored nor glamor¬ 
ized. But like everything else, it’s 
all gloss and dross. I kept hoping 
for some relief to the movie’s 
earnest if amateur seriousness. I 
kept hoping for Patsy and Edina to 
come rolling over the horizon on a 
mule," smoking fags and tossing off 
bitter bon mots. If you’re going to 
be a cultural dilettante, at least be 
amusing about it. T

and some of those who knew him 
call this a brave, progressive act, 
an attempt by a reincarnated yogi 
to “reconcile his male and female 
parts,” but some viewers (and a 
lone doctor in the film) will inter¬ 
pret it as an elaborate, ritualized 
form of homosexual self-hatred. 

A less unsettling attempt at 
genderfuck occurs in another film 
of interest to with-it queer audi¬ 
ences, Slava Tsukerman’s Liquid 
Sky (1982). Here the glorious 
Anne Carlisle, one of the great an¬ 
drogynes of the ’80s, appears as 
both the dissolute, drug-addled 
model Margaret and her tormen¬ 
tor, a hipster named Jimmy. Tsuk- 
erman reinvents Weimar Ger¬ 
many as postmodern New York, 
with gyrating scenesters swilling 
drugs, dancing mindlessly into 
the night, and being zapped at the 
moment of orgasm by aliens who 
feed off the chemicals released. 
Music buffs will treasure the 
haunting score, performed most¬ 
ly on a Fairlight synthesizer. 


Even more fun is a long-over¬ 
due documentary on the famed 
“fartiste” Joseph Pujol. Igor 
Vamos’ Le Petomane is a wildly 
entertaining biography of the fin- 
de-si£cle fave who entertained au¬ 
diences haute and low by 
“singing,” smoking, extinguishing 
candles, and playing the flute with 
his exceptionally versatile rectal 
muscles. Director Vamos’s droll 
picture of the “anal anarchist” 
yields unsuspected insights: who 
knew that the Petomane, who 
performed in public fully clothed 
for mixed audiences, also had pri¬ 
vate sessions in which he “bared 
his backside” and practiced his art 
for a select group of attentive, 
adoring men? ▼

Hideous Kinky could be the 
victim of brutal editing. It’s cer¬ 
tainly inept filmmaking all the 
way. There are abrupt, inexplica¬ 
ble dead-ends of storyline and 
scenes. There is also the shell of a 
decent movie here, if we knew 
why Julia went to such extremes. 
How was it she had. a daughter 
when she was 17? Does the cold 
grind of English working life fully 
explain how she could endanger 
her daughters’ welfare by plunk¬ 
ing them down in an exotic, teem¬ 
ing city she doesn’t understand? Is 
the search for some vaguely word¬ 
ed mysticism enough? On top of 
that, she shows all the good moth¬ 
ering skills of Faye Dunaway. 

Poor Kate Winslet. She can be 
so fine — witness Heavenly Crea¬ 
tures, Hamlet and Sense and Sensi¬ 
bility. But not even her newly 
minted sun-ripened stringy- 
haired radiance can save a movie 
lacking fully drawn characters. 
Given her past attachment to 
highly literate projects, Hideous 
Kinky looks all the more bankrupt. 

Freudian slip 

The movie is derived from a 
novel by Esther Freud based on 
her childhood experiences.

Drew Barrymore on 'Never Been Kissed'

D rew Barrymore has a couple 
things to get off her chest — 
a chest she has given up bar¬ 
ing on national television — be¬ 
fore we begin talking about her 
most recent comedy, Never Been 
Kissed. 

“Yes, I am going to be starring 
in a big-screen version of Charlie’s 
Angels [opposite Cameron Diaz 
and probably Angelina Jolie],”she 
says first, when asked. “And no, I 
won’t be going forward with a fea¬ 
ture film about Brandon Teena,” 
she adds. 

More about Brandon Teena 
later. First, I needed to ask Drew 
about the kiss she shared with her 
Never Been Kissed co-star Molly 
Shannon on Shannon’s television 
show Saturday Night Live recently. 

“That was the best thing,” she 
says, about hosting the popular 
comedy show, on March 14. “But 
kissing Molly Shannon was even 
better.” 

This was not the first time that 
the adorable Drew acted as host¬ 
ess of the hit late-night show. Sev¬ 
enteen years before, at the age of 
seven, Barrymore became the 
youngest host of SNL — she re¬ 
tains that title — when she was 
there to promote her second film 
— what was it called? Oh, that’s 
right, E.T. 

Dressed in a blue cardigan 
sweater, Drew enters the suite at 
the Four Seasons in Beverly Hills 
followed by her beautiful 
Labrador, Flossy. 

“I try to take him with me 
everywhere,” she says of her four- 
pawed friend. 

The last time I spoke with 
Drew, last November, she had re¬ 
cently completed Filming Never 
Been Kissed, and had just returned 
from having seen it for the First 
time. She was very excited and 
proud of her effort, and rightfully 
so. Never Been Kissed is the First 
film that Barrymore produced 
under her production company, 
Flower Films. 

The film happens to have been 
a great vehicle for Barrymore to 
debut her talent at producing. 
Following her two smashes from 
last year, The Wedding Singer and 
Ever After, Barrymore scores big 
as Josie Geller, a struggling copy 
editor at the Chicago Sun-Times 
who wins an opportunity to prove 
herself as an undercover reporter, 
back at the high school she went 
to eight years earlier. The prob¬ 
lem? A huge one. Actually a night¬ 
mare. You see, when Josie was a 
student at the high school, she 
was called “Grossie” Josie because 
of her geekiness. She was a klutzy, 
nerdy, “never-been-kissed” laugh¬ 
ingstock. Can Josie overcome the 
horrid memories and go back to 
school as a “new” girl and Fit in 
with today’s even more incredu¬ 
lous teens?, 

Horror school 

Barrymore recalls that Never 
Been Kissed was a labor of love. “I 
wanted to make this movie be¬ 
cause it taps into an emotion that 
everyone can identify with — the 
awkward moments of our high 
school years. For Josie, high 
school was a horrible, humiliating 
experience. She completely lacks 
in social skills, and now, when she 
has to relive those years by going 
back, she again misses the mark 
by the mile.” 

The always “hyper” (even in 
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Drew Barrymore as Josie in Never Been Kissed 


person) Molly Shannon joins us 
later in the morning, and says she 
enjoyed playing Barrymore’s col¬ 
league in the film and also kissing 
her on Saturday Night Live. 

“She is such a good kisser, too,” 
Shannon beams, when told that 
Barrymore paid her lips a compli¬ 
ment. 

“We even did some kissing 
during our dress rehearsal,” she 
says, laughing. 

Shannon, an Ohio native and 
regular on SNL, well-known for 
characters such as Mary Kather¬ 
ine Gallagher and Helen, the Li¬ 
censed Joyologist — based on a 
drunk neighbor of hers when she 
was growing up — recalls that her 
high school counselors never gave 
her much encouragement because 
of her lack of attention in school. 

“They were nice enough to tell 
me that I would do well at Ohio 
State. I was like, ‘Fuck you. I’ll go 
wherever I want to. I’ll show you,” 
she says, laughing. 

Show them she did. Shannon 
moved to NYC and went to NYU, 
where she met some aspiring co¬ 
medians and actors who intro¬ 
duced her to cast members of SNL. 

“I’m lucky. Yes, but because I 
am doing something I love, mak¬ 
ing people laugh and feel good,” 
says Shannon, running her fingers 
through her hair (“I quit smoking 
and need to keep my fingers 
busy”). 

Shannon, who steals Never 
Been Kissed, as she did a scene in 
Analyze This, debuted less than she 
months ago on the big screen in A 
Night at the Roxbury. Since then, 
she has completed filming Super- 
star, which will be released in Sep¬ 
tember and is a Film revolving 
around her SNL character Mary 
Katherine Gallagher. 

Shannon and Barrymore are 
now both single, Barrymore very 
recently single. 

“No, I am not seeing Edward 
Norton. We are just friends,” Drew 
says, when asked. “We were at the 
Academy Awards together as 
friends. I am enjoying my single¬ 
ness.” 

You’ll remember that her 
Home Fries co-star Luke Wilson 
was also her real-life boyfriend at 
the time of filming and until a 
couple of months ago. 

Things change, though, and it 
seems that things have changed in 
the right direction for Barrymore 


over the years. She has recovered 
from her pre-teen and teenage 
drug and alcohol abuse, which ne¬ 
cessitated an almost decade-long 
film hiatus, and has chosen some 
pretty good roles — in Boys on the 
Side, Scream, and Batman Forever 
— since her return to film, roles 
which have kept her one of Amer¬ 
ica’s favorite faces. 

“I really wanted to do the 
Brandon Teena movie. I wanted to 
produce and star in it,” says Bar¬ 
rymore, recalling the true story 
about the girl who lived as a boy 
and was murdered when her se¬ 
cret was discovered. “But I lost it. 
I had such a great interest in the 
film,” she adds, “and told everyone 
about it long before I should have. 
I have learned to keep my mouth 
shut.” 

While Barrymore is not too 
happy that she will not be work¬ 
ing on Brandon Teena, she is glad 
that the film is getting made. 
“They,” she says, referring to the 
other producers, “like us, appreci¬ 
ated the story and realized it 
needed to be told on screen. More 
power to them for beating me to 
it.” Y

§| t’s early Thursday evening on 
|| Market Street in front of the 
H Warfield Theater, and I’ve 
joined the crush of people waiting 
to get in to see Phil Lesh and 
Friends. With me in the ticket- 
holders line is Joshua Smith, 
someone I’ve known for just over 
a year, who on his 26th birthday 
happened to mention how much 
he wanted to see this show. By 
chance I had access to a pair of 
tickets, so gladly invited him to go 
with me, though in fact I’d never 
heard of Phil Lesh before, and had 
no idea who his friends were. 

I soon realize that Joshua and 
I, along with some of Joshua’s 
ticket-holding friends and about 
2,000 select others, are exception¬ 
ally lucky to be getting in. A barri¬ 
cade separates us from a mob of 
people who swarm about the 
sidewalk, most everyone holding 
up fingers in desperate hopes of 
buying precious tickets — from 
scalpers or would-be friends — 
for a show long ago sold out. 

One of those on the other side 
of the barricade, holding up his 
finger to no avail, is Garrin Ben- 
field, Joshua’s husband of seven 
years and an avid fan of the Grate¬ 
ful Dead for about 14 years, since 
he was 12. As an accomplished 
singer/songwriter with a growing 
following in the local music scene, 
Garrin was strongly influenced by 
the Dead in his formative years, 
before he went on to develop his 
own singular rock/funk/blues/ 
bluegrass style. He still appreciates 
his roots, and we had hoped to 
scrape up another ticket for him 
so we could all attend together, 
but the odds were against us. Lesh 
fans have arrived from all over the 
country to attend what they see as 
an historic musical event: the 
first-ever concert combining 
members of the Grateful Dead 
(bassist Phil Lesh), Phish (gui¬ 
tarist Trey Anastasio and key¬ 
boardist Page McConnell), and 
the Other Ones (guitarist Steve 
Kimock and drummer John 


Molo), the band that formed to 
carry on the Grateful Dead legacy 
following the death of Jerry Gar¬ 
cia, who had been the Dead’s 
guiding force. 

As perhaps the only non-Dead 
fan in line, I feel some anxiety 
about leaving Garrin out in the 
cold, knowing he’d give his left 
nut to get inside. He’s been to 
some 35 Dead concerts in his 
time, and an equal number of 
Phish concerts, but never, of 
course, to a concert combining 
the two. Yet I am on a mission: to 
begin to understand the 
Dead/Phish phenomenon, and 
particularly to investigate why the 
bands attract such a fiercely de¬ 
voted legion of followers, includ¬ 
ing, I’m told, a substantial num¬ 
ber of queers. Joshua, as a certified 
queer Deadhead and an artist 
with a passion for psychedelic 
sounds and imagery, will be my 
companion for the show, but even 
he acquired his passion from Gar¬ 
rin — the same sort of passion 
that in the last year has slowly 
crept into my psyche, bending my 
mind in a direction away from my 
most recent obsession, electronic 
music. I want to appreciate what¬ 
ever it is about the Dead/Phish 
music scene that so excites and 
cultivates queer hippies. 

Nirvana-bound 

Inside the Warfield, Joshua and 
I are packed like sardines in the 
crowd up close to the stage, 
grooving along with some of the 
tightest guitar playing and jam¬ 
ming I’ve ever heard or witnessed. 
Lesh looks his 59 years, but now 
successfully recovered after a liver 
transplant, he’s in fine form, car¬ 
rying on a lively musical conver¬ 
sation with his colleagues. The 
group opens with a sensational 
version of “Viola Lee Blues,” 
which builds to a lush guitar-dri¬ 
ven peak, simmers down into an 
ambient/electronic interlude, 
then reclaims its height, carrying 
the crowd to Nirvana. It’s the be¬ 
ginning of a phenomenal four 
hours of playing, the energy of 
which never sags, the brilliance of 
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dium that can set in when territo¬ 
ry is revisited. Directed by the 
playwright, the production is ex¬ 
ceedingly spare but imaginatively 
evocative. The cast is a dedicated 
group, and their commitment to 
the material helps carry us along 
even when ours might be waning. 
Chris’ sudden bout with invisibil¬ 
ity is a case in point. 

VanDerBeets plays Chris with 
a bristling intensity, whether con¬ 
fronting his boss on the dig or 
battling with images that he does¬ 
n’t understand. Jason Sawyer Ar- 
quin goes in and out of multiple 
roles effectively, and Allyson 
Kulavis scores some laughs as a 


which ignites the crowd and has 
Joshua and me standing and 
swaying to the rhythm until our 
feet and legs are sore. 

What I do notice, though it 
makes no difference in my appre¬ 
ciation for the music, is that 
Joshua and I seem to be among 
the very few obvious queers in the 
audience. Certainly there are oth¬ 
ers, but nowhere near what I’d an¬ 
ticipated. For years I’d heard that 
queer Deadheads were legion — a 
thriving sub-subculture — but 
apparently I’d been somewhat 
misled. 

“A queer following exists,” 
Garrin assures me a couple of 
days after the concert (graciously 
hiding his disappointment at not 
getting in), “but by no means is it 
the majority; you get little flashes 
of it. It’s like everything cool; it’s 
not the dominant thing. It’s just 
what you see in passing. I know a 
lot of queer Deadheads as indi¬ 
viduals, but you never really feel 
their presence so much at shows. 

“The Dead scene is really just a 
microcosm of big society,” Garrin 
explains. “It’s got all the same 
prejudices. I’ve had a couple of 
rude awakenings. In ’94 I was pe¬ 
titioning for the legalization of 
gay marriage for the Human 
Rights Campaign. I went to this 
Dead show in Eugene, Oregon, 
and thought I could get all these

freaks to sign up. I was so 
shocked! I tried like 10 or 15 peo¬ 
ple, and was so scared off by their 
reaction. They were like [he feigns 
a backwoods country-hick ac¬ 
cent]: ‘A bunch of queers gonna 


get married? I don’t think I want 
to sign that! Do you?’ Maybe I just 
happened to hit on all the wrong 
people, but that was one of the 
major clashes of my queer identi¬ 
ty in the Dead scene.” T 


Flying creatures

§| f you are wondering exactly 
where in the world guitar-dri¬ 
ll ven rock and roll is in 1999, 
the albums By Your Side (Colum¬ 
bia/ American) by The Black 
Crowes, Holiday Man (Trau¬ 
ma/Delicious Vinyl) by The Flys, 
and Phantom Power (Sire) by The 
Tragically Hip might help you lo¬ 
cate the elusive musical genre. 


The youngest and newest of the 
three bands, The Flys have landed a 
coveted opening slot (in some parts 
of the country) on the Rolling 
Stones tour. This should definitely 
work to their advantage, coming hot 
on the heels of their popular single 
“Got You (Where I Want You),” 
from their Holiday Man disc (as well 
as the movie, and soundtrack for 
last year’s teen flick Disturbing Be¬ 
havior). Other high-flying moments 
occur on “Afraid,” “Groove is Where 
You Find It,” “Girls Are The Cru¬ 
dest,” “Sexual Sandwich,” and the 
timely “The Gods of Basketball.” It 
is also important to mention that 
co-lead singer Adam Paskowitz is 
simply breathtaking. 

Speaking of The Rolling 
Stones, The Black Crowes have 
been compared to the Stones since 
their arrival almost ten years ago. 
Their raw Southern rocking blues 
sound (which is also reminiscent 
of early Rod Stewart, J Geils Band 
and Al Green) can be found in all 
its glory on By Your Side. Standout 


tracks include the current single 
“Kicking My Heart Around,” 
“Only A Fool,” “Welcome To The 
Goodtimes,”“Go Tell The Congre¬ 
gation,” and “Diamond Ring.” 

The Tragically Hip is another 
band that has been around for ten 
years or so. Where The Flys and 
The Black Crowes represent Hol¬ 
lywood and the South, respective¬ 
ly, The Tragically Hip are a north- 
of-the-border (read Canadian) fa¬ 
vorite. There is also an unmistak¬ 
able Stones groove on “Poets,” the 
song that opens The Tragically 
Hip’s latest disc Phantom Power. 
It’s an auspicious beginning, but 
fans of the band are probably anx¬ 
ious to hear The Tragically Hip’s 
trademark pop sound, and it is 
here in abundance, as is evident

often beyond. It is not a work of 
fiction but of fact. 

When We Were Three is the 
story of George Platt Lynes, Mon¬ 
roe Wheeler, and Glenway 
Wescott. Wescott was 27 and had 
already achieved a degree of suc¬ 
cess as a writer. Wheeler, 29, abet¬ 
ted this process in their then 
eight-year relationship. 

Lynes was only 20 when, in 
1928, he descended upon their 
residence in the south of France, 
already in love with Wheeler from 
an earlier brief fling in the United 
States. 

The three would continue 
through a series of physical and 
emotional gyrations among them¬ 
selves and with other partners 
until 1943. During the period 
Lynes would become a leading art 
and fashion photographer. He is 
best remembered for his male 
nudes. Wheeler would co-found a 
short-lived fine book press in Paris 
that produced treasured limited

editions, and return to New York, 
eventually to head up publications 
at the Museum of Modern Art. 
Wescott had periods of both 
writer’s block and creative success. 

The tale is told in an appropri¬ 
ately unique fashion, through two 
separate essays that bookend the 
major portion of the volume de¬ 
voted to photos of the trio, their 
cultural and sexual friends. 

Anatole Pohorilenko’s essay 
muses on the difficulties of rela¬ 
tionships, the confluence and sep¬ 
aration of love and lust, as illus¬ 
trated by the lives of these three. 
Each had recurring struggles with 


those issues, as do many gay men 
today. 

. He writes that Wheeler “con¬ 
ceived an ideal homosexual as ‘a 
male courtesan,’ not as a prosti¬ 
tute, as the term has come to 
mean, but as a highly educated 
and socially refined individual 
who might attract the association 
of well-educated men of rank and 
wealth.” 

Wescott, in a fit of self-pity 
while still in his thirties, confided 
to his journal he felt “the awful de¬ 
pendence of middle-aged men 
upon young men whom they have 
no respect for, and vice versa.” 


The essays are unusually 
thought-provoking and enter¬ 
taining. They demonstrate that 
such qualities can indeed coexist 
and are perhaps enhanced by 
brevity. The photos are intimate 
in tone and scale, a window to the 
lives, the fashion and flesh of an 
era that is no more. 

The book is a physical joy of 
touch and sight, a paean to the art 
of publishing. Each page of thick, 
creamy vellum lies stiff in your 
hand, slightly oversized, with gen¬ 
erous space between each line of 
text. Through it one understands 
the passion of a bibliophile. T 


of the workers get onto the game 
and the ways it happens. Begin¬ 
ning at 10 is a commonplace in 
some cultures, and often, it is an 
uncle of the lad who gets him into 
it. Or an older playmate. What 
would definitely be termed child 
abuse in the West is accommodat¬ 
ed in many other parts of the 
world. 

Because the fifteen chapters of 
Men Who Sell Sex are written by 
various reputable social scientists, 
much of the presentation tends to 
be couched in dry acadamese, but 
most of the authors include direct 
testimony from the sex workers 
themselves. Typical is this inter¬ 
view response in Cardiff, England: 
“I was sixteen years old. An old 
queen came up to me, and I 
thought, ‘If he wants it badly 
enough, he can pay for it.’ I told 
him that it would cost him 5 
pounds for a wank. Silly old bug¬ 
ger gave me five pounds, and I 
wanked him off.” 

Evidence demonstrates that 
the relationship with HIV varies 
from laissez faire to strict control. 
Aggleton has created a valuable 
anthology here. This frank col¬ 
lection of statistics and testimo¬ 
ny has brought realistic informa¬ 
tion into our understanding. To 
the assumption by many that 
hustlers are a vicious source of 
AIDS, the editor includes this ri¬ 
poste from a clinical worker: 
“The evidence is that very few 
patients bought it!” ▼

Men Who Sell Sex edited by

I t’s universal. The sale of male 
sex goes on everywhere, it ap- 
II pears, though much else about 
it varies considerably from nation 
to. nation, as Peter Aggleton makes 
clear in great detail in this survey 
he subtitles, “International Per¬ 
spectives On Male Prostitution 
and HIV/AIDS.” 


While the modes of sexual ex¬ 
pression are standard, the readi¬ 
ness with which they can be se¬ 
cured varies depending on the fi¬ 
nancial need of the whore, the 
proscriptions prevalent among 
the mini-society of prostitutes he 
belongs to, and the prevailing in¬ 
terpretation of the act as it per¬ 
tains to masculine status. 

Whether it’s a hand job, a blow 
job, or an ass-fuck depends on a 
sliding scale of prices, as do other 
favors. Though some sex workers 
(the preferred term by Aggleton) 
come from the middle classes, the 
great majority are from the poor¬ 
er classes, often dirt-poor country 
kids who have moved to the city 
because their families had noth¬ 
ing. 

But within the male sex work¬ 
er class, another stricture oper¬ 
ates, no matter if the man is native 
to the US, Western Europe, Latin 
America, East Asia, or Islamic 
North Africa. If he is the insertor, 
he is unquestionably male. If he 
takes it anally, he is effeminate. 
However, the hustler can do as the 
vestidas in Mexico do — deliber¬ 
ately feminize, a tactic which 
solves the problem in two ways: 
assuming the opposite gender’s 
identity as a psychologically satis¬ 
fying change, and taking on char¬ 
acteristics that enhance attractive¬ 
ness for some clients. 

Some facts related here will 
shock Western readers. The rud¬

Out from the wreckage

" here are just two kinds of 
§| people in the world: those 
If who will help you and those 
who won’t.” In 1978, a Southern 
writer, Andrew Holleran, turned 
our then-very-recent memories of 
the death of disco and the mostly 
ineffable passions unleashed on 
the dance floor into a haunting 
elegy to the beautiful ghosts who 
had partied their way to oblivion. 
Twenty years later, another South¬ 
ern writer has finally provided a 
kind of sequel to Dancer From the 
Dance. 

“New York is an island and of 
course an extremely beautifully lit 
island and occasionally I would go 
out in a friend’s boat and we 
would look back on New York 
and see some spectacular ocean 
liner and that image and 
metaphor, long before James 
Cameron thought of it, I must say, 
seemed to me appropriate for this 
extraordinary party which went 
on for so long and then sank so 
fast.” 

In Plays Well with Others, now 
out in paperback, Allan Gurganus 
tells the story of the new queer 
bohemia — of the writers, com¬ 
posers and painters who still see 
New York as their Everest to scale. 
Gurganus’ trio of characters — 
the writer Hartley Mims, Jr., who 
lives to tell their story; the beauti¬ 
ful composer Robert Christian, 
Gustafson, whose legacy is an un¬ 
finished score called Titanic; and 
the petite but feisty painter, An¬ 
gelina “Alabama” Byrnes — was 
inspired by Tennessee Williams’ 
confession that he could never 
write about characters to whom 
he was not sexually attracted. 
“These three kids are extremely 
desirable to and among each 
other, though crucially never at 
the same time,” Gurganis told me 
in a recent interview. “The joy for 
me of setting up this perpetual 
motion machine at the center of 
the book gave it a kind of extra 
energy. I mean, how many things 
can prose do on the page — it can 
make you weep, it can make you 
hungry, it can make you hard or 
wet — one of the things an artist 
does is to sit alone in a studio and 
test everything out on your own 
body. And if you can’t get your 
own tear ducts flowing, then 
you’re not doing your job; if 
you’re not laughing out loud, then 
you can’t expect anyone else to; 
and if you can’t get an erection on 


the basis of your sex scenes, then 
they’re really not sex scenes what¬ 
soever. I wanted the book to stay 
wet and young.” 

Treasure hunt 

Early in the book, the once- 
beautiful Robert lies dyitig in his 
great four-poster bed — his final 
words are literally “broom closet” 

— indicating the hiding place of 
his two forbidden treasures: a pile 
of Swedish boy porn, and a huge 
collection of dildoes of all sizes 
and colors, contraband that must 
be removed from the prying eyes 
of Robert’s minister father and 
datebread-baking mother. Hartley 
jams the frisky plastic penises into 
two designer shopping bags and 
heads for his own sublet, 90 
blocks north via the West Side 
subway. Somewhere around 72nd 
Street the rain-drenched bags 
burst open, and all hell breaks 
loose on the IRT. 

“Penises struck rubber floor 
matting with hideous rubberized 
zest. Many bounced so. Thirty dil¬ 
does are a lot of dildoes to try and 
catch on the move.... I turn: One 
older lady in black — lower body 
pelted by several humongous dis¬ 
embodied peckers — stands atop 
four to six. Hands pressed against 
her cheeks, staring down at sud¬ 
den unleashed dickdom, she re¬ 
sembles someone riding a disor¬ 
ganized log raft right over Nia¬ 
gara. The aged virgin hollers those 
around her into early deafness.... 
One Spanish boy drop-kicks a 
black prick halfway down the car. 
It strikes an ad for dental surgery, 
then thuds against a business¬ 
man’s shoulder, ricocheting. What 
this gent screams down here at 
me, me — already fallen on all 
fours, intently hunting/gathering 

— is extremely unpleasant. If 
probably accurate.... Strangers are 
united in their rage, completest 
sputtering disgust; they act 
abruptly joined, as only jaded 
New Yorkers can during some an¬ 
noying natural disaster. ‘Don’t we 
have rights? And on a workday. 
Do we deserve this?’ one chubby 
businesswoman shouts.” 

Ultimately, Plays Well with 
Others is of course a book about 
the A-word — and the trick is to 
see if Gurganus has written the 
AIDS novel to end all AIDS nov¬ 
els, the novel that will recall our 
community’s now-fading memo¬ 
ries of our saddest and finest 
hours — now that AIDS has start¬ 
ed to fade from the front page of 
the paper, now that the lifeboats 


of new drugs are creating many 
more survivors. Can he get us to 
return to the days when mere sur¬ 
vival was something of a miracle? 

“I wanted to be 
able to tell 
the story, not 
just of the 
disease, 
which has 
been told a 
million times 
— well and 
badly — but to 
really talk 
about friend¬ 
ship in the gay 
community and 
to give us a little 
credit, not only 
in our own com¬ 
munity, but to 
give us some 
credit in the 
world,” he said. “I 
think that to honor the Titanic 
metaphor, if I had been one of the 
lucky ones in the rowboat who 
survived and got to watch the ship 
go down, and if, as I have, I’d 
spent thirty years of my life figur¬ 
ing out how to write things down, 
I probably would have been writ¬ 
ing on whatever scraps of paper 
were floating around on the bot¬ 
tom of the boat. I couldn’t wait to 
get home and tell the truth. That’s 
the feeling I had when I suddenly 
found myself washed up on the 
shore after this event. I felt I had 
lived through something that is

extraordinary in 
history... and there 
is a kind of psycho¬ 
logical dimension 
in the role of sur¬ 
viving that has 
never really been 
set down proper¬ 
ty- 

“The book is 
both a praise 
song to friendship, as op¬ 
posed to erotic love, which is ex¬ 
tremely transient as we all know. 
It is also a kind of investigation 
about caretaking. I think much of 
our literature is devoted to the 
people who break the plates, who 
are gorgeous and reckless and 
careless and break people’s hearts, 
don’t pay the rent, stiff the waiter, 
get the hell out of Dodge, leave 
people impregnated and heart¬ 
broken — but it seems to me that 
the harder job and the job that 
may be more interesting is to tell 
the stories of the people who get 
out the broom and clean up after 


these people, who pay the bill 
though they know they’ll never be 
repaid themselves, who stay and 
take care of others, who play well 
with others, as the title suggests. 
It’s that role that interests me, in 
all my work. It’s hard to write 
about middle-class people be¬ 
cause we keep our secrets so well. 
But if you can break the code and 
get through those secrets, there is 
some amazing material waiting.” 

In a time when you can watch 
as many as two dozen gay and les¬ 
bian characters cavorting among 
five or more TV networks these 
days, where is the need for the gay 
novel? Gurganus feels that the 
novel may be the last real reposi¬ 
tory of the truth of our lives that 
is unfiltered through the com¬ 
mercial maws of television and, 
perhaps soon, the Internet. 

“The beauty of being a writer 
is that it doesn’t really cost much 
to write a book except out of your 
own bone marrow, but it’s not a 
committee decision, there are no 
sponsors involved, you don’t have 
to convince General Motors that 
this is a benign gay character. You 
can write whatever the hell you 
want to write. It’s one reason that 
I’m not interested in screenwrit¬ 
ing, not interested in having my 
work made into a TV series. I just 
want to stay in my room and tell 
the truth, in love as the Bible tells 
us to do. Because I’m inexpensive 
to myself, I can be expensive and 
outrageous on the page.” ▼

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Diminishing returns 

Paul Taylor Dance Company at Yerba Buena Center for the Arts

' irst the good news: the Paul 
Taylor Dance Company 
if looks better than ever. Taylor 
has always had at least two resident 
hunks, often chosen in his own 
mold — big, humpy guys whose 
presence in form-fitting, low- 
slung, elastic tights one-half size 
too small has always been one of 
the major turn-ons in American 
dance. This year, during Taylor’s 
two-week season at Yerba Buena 
Center for the Arts, I counted at 
least seven gorgeous specimens, 
with something for every taste. 

There’s smoldering Andrew 
Asnes, drop-dead handsome 
Thomas Patrick, wiry Richard 
Chen See, lean, intense Patrick 
Corbin, tall, smiling Ted Thomas, 
and tall, grave Takehiro Ueyama, 
plus a newcomer to me and audi¬ 
ence favorite, Michael Trusnovec, 
but only if you like buzzcut, 
strawberry blond, Marine drill 
sergeant types. You don’t? Then 
you are better off at Giselle. 

Taylor’s women have always 
been satisfying because, like Mark 
Morris’ women, they look like 
human beings. They have butts, 
breasts and curves. Some are tall 
dominatrix types (Heather Berest 
in Le Sacre), some are ambigu¬ 
ously gendered in one dance and 
girly-girly in the next (Kristi 
Egtvedt in Esplanade or Airs). A 
few (Rachel Berman, Silvia 
Nevjinsky, Francie Huber) make 
the most fulfilled love objects or 
the most suffering rejectees. Then 
there is Lisa Viola, in a class by 
herself, an allegro artist whose evil 
demon in The Word and bereft 
mother in Le Sacre qualify for an 
aerobic endurance award, except 
that you get off on her musicality 
even more than on her energy. 

Now the bad news, though it is 
fatal only in terms of the future 
and depressing only if you are a 
long-time Taylor watcher. New¬ 
comers to the company (and 


dance in general) seem to be seek¬ 
ing instant gratification and ap¬ 
parently (to judge from the ova¬ 
tion for Piazzolla Caldera) are not 
troubled by awkward matters of 
taste and/or co-option. The three 
programs I saw opened and 
closed with characteristic, upbeat 
Taylor pieces, Mercuric Tidings 
(music by Schubert) and Es¬ 
planade (music by Bach). Unfor¬ 
tunately, they were created in 
1982 and 1975, respectively. Other 
fine choreographic efforts, Cloven 
Kingdom, Arden Court and Tay¬ 
lor’s masterpiece, Le Sacre du 
Printemps (The Rehearsal), date 
from 1976 to 1981. 

That means that on this tour, 
the most recent example of a 
completely successful work of art 
is 17 years old. Yes, there were 
three new pieces, but in the con¬ 
text of previous work — some of 
which was on these programs and 
therefore glaringly obvious to 
anyone concerned with such mat¬ 
ters — they ranged from mildly 
stimulating (The Word) and mild¬ 
ly disappointing ( Eventide) to ab¬ 
solutely enraging (Piazzolla 
Caldera). 

Eventide (music by Vaughan 
Williams) has been called “dis¬ 
tilled.” Yet “distilled” in dance is 
like “reduction” in cooking — it 
should mean an increase in inten¬ 
sity, not an absence of sensation. 
Eventide is like Esplanade in that 
walking is its primary material. 
Yet in the mysterious slow move¬ 
ment of the latter, a woman at¬ 
tired like a man (the other girls 
are in flirty dresses) agonizes over 
some painful secret. (You can fill 
in the blanks.) Eventide has hints 
of intense private feeling (when 
Asnes abandons Berman or 
Huber tries to comfort Corbin), 
but mostly it just lies there and 
resolutely refuses to “come.” If I 
had a lover that limp, I’d score 
him some Viagra. 

Stiff tango 

Lack of sexual intensity is not 


the problem with Piazzolla, an au¬ 
dience hand-job that might be en¬ 
vied by Mikhail Smuine. Despite 
the use of the legendary Astor Pi- 
azzolla’s tunes (stiffly inflected by 
Gidon Kremer; it’s embarrassing 
when the most authentic tango 
music currently co-opted is heard 
in a Volkswagen Passat commer¬ 
cial), this dance has nothing to do 
with tango, the clue to which 


comes from that marvelous de¬ 
scription: “One body with four 
legs.” 

There is almost no torso-glued 
slow dancing in Piazzolla Caldera; 
instead, it is an incredibly vulgar 
display of aerobic slam-dancing, 
energetic yes, but not particularly 
musical, given the source. (Piaz¬ 
zolla considered his nuevo tango 
to be concert music anyway, not 


dance hall accompaniments.) And 
low-class dance hall is what Tay¬ 
lor’s piece seems to be about. The 
women’s short skirts reveal black 
underwear and stocking tops; ap¬ 
parently, this has no effect, be¬ 
cause the men spend more time 
rejecting the girls than dancing 
with them. Particularly humiliat¬ 
ing is Huber’s plea for love, only 
to be scorned by the entire male 
corps. 

Piazzolla has one sparky se¬ 
quence, however, a same-sex duet 
between Patrick and See, who 
may be drunk but end up doing 
barrel rolls in a 69 position that is 
both hot and funny — exactly the 
right tone for tango. In Taylor’s 
defense, he never said Piazzolla 
was meant to represent tango; it 
is, after all, modern dance. Yet em¬ 
ploying this music and a smug su¬ 
perscription from Pablo Neruda 
on the shameful impurity of 
tango (i.e. its humanity), Taylor 
sets himself up for the kind of 
outrage this tango maven felt 
throughout his slick, meretri¬ 
cious, commercial dance. 

The Word (original music by 
David Israel) is better, though it 
too has places that just sit there 
inertly, something that suggests 
Taylor’s invention is no longer 
working at full capacity; there are 
no dead spots in Mercuric Tidings, 
Esplanade or Le Sacre. Also, Taylor 
has mined this strip — questions 
of faith and the dangers of reli¬ 
gious fanaticism — before and 
better in “..Byzantium,” Last Look 
and Speaking in Tongues. The 
Word (of God, natch) could just as 
easily and simplistically be called 
O Repression! O Hypocrisy! 

The best aspects of this de¬ 
pressing tale of rigid religious 
conformity are Santo Loquasto’s 
witty costumes (unisex British 
schoolboy drag with bright red 
lipstick for both men and 
women), Viola’s scowling green 
snake, and the sheer energy that 
periodically sweeps away the fetid 
atmosphere of Puritanism. ▼

Hop to Ballet, Flamenco to 
African, and Folklorico to Bali¬ 
nese, in San Francisco, the Penin¬ 
sula, and the East, North and 
South Bays. 

The San Francisco Bay Area is 
the second largest dance center in 
the United States. As Barbara 
Paige Kaplan of Dance Magazine 
explains, “You hear that New York 
is the dance center of the world. In 
terms of sheer numbers, yes, there 
are more dancers, dance compa¬ 
nies and audience members there, 
because it’s got a bigger popula¬ 
tion, but the dance heart is here.” 
As a member of the Bay Area Cel¬ 
ebrates National Dance Week 
[BACNDW] Steering Committee, 
Kaplan was amazed by the incred¬ 
ible generosity in the dance com¬ 
munity. “All the work over an en¬ 
tire year in putting this together 
was done by volunteers and slave 
labor.” No mean feat, considering 
the roster includes 111 dance 
companies, schools, theaters and 
organizations putting on more 
than 300 performances, classes, 
workshops and other events. 

Although the idea for a week 
dedicated to bringing greater 
recognition to dance as an art 
form has been around for more 
than twenty years, it wasn’t until 
1981 that the Coalition for Na¬ 
tional Dance Week was formed by 
a group of forty dance organiza¬ 
tions across the United States in a 
grass-roots movement. Through 
the years the basic premise that 
dance makes important contribu¬ 
tions to our culture and daily lives 
was kept alive by the joint efforts 
of Alfred Terlizzi of Capezio dance 
shoe and clothing manufacturer, 
Bob Stern of Dance Magazine and 
Susan Wershing of Dance Teacher 
Now magazine. As is so common 
in our consumer age, when the 
marketplace and the potential for 
profits motivate seemingly altruis¬ 
tic behavior, it took the United 
Dance Merchants of America 
making a commitment to pro¬ 
moting National Dance Week in 
1991 to finally give a big enough 
push that, by 1994, NDW was 
firmly on the cultural map. 

Accessible, free 

Last year, Kaplan decided that 
if New York, Chicago and Los An¬ 
geles could mount impressive cel¬ 
ebrations of NDW, then San 
Francisco could, as well. A series 
of open public meetings quicldy 
led to the formation of a Steering 
Committee because the number 
of participants was so large. A 
Steering Committee member, 
Pam Hagen of Lines Contempo¬ 
rary Ballet, recalls that “there was 
much more interest than we ex¬ 
pected. We wanted to be very in¬ 
clusive, so it was important that 
all the events should be fun, ac¬ 
cessible, and most of all, free. The 


greater community doesn’t realize 
how much dance there is here and 
how amazingly diverse it is in 
terms of style. It’s important to 
help people overcome their fear of 
the unknown and different and let 
them experience dance first 
hand.” Hagen stresses that the 
goal of BACNDW is to put out 
the word that there is a vibrant 
dance world here in which every¬ 
one can participate. 

Wayne Hazzard of Dancers’ 
Group, also on the Steering Com¬ 
mittee, says he was proud to be 
part of this enormous collabora¬ 
tion. “It was inspiring that so 
many people took the leap of faith 
that this could actually work. It’s 
been a very healing event. For 
once, dance companies aren’t 
competing with each other for the 
same grant money, but coming 
together to open their doors to 
the community at large. It’s in¬ 
credible for the very first year, and 
it can only get better.” 

The Open Dance Studio for¬ 
mat was taken directly from the 
Artists’ Open Studios idea, and 
that already existing program was 
extremely helpful in giving advice 
about the logistics of organizing, 
and sharing their experiences of 
what works and what doesn’t. The 
planners hope, since the Bay Area 
community is familiar with the 
idea of open studios, it can make 
the jump of going to open dance 
studios. 

Other highlights of the nine- 
day celebration include perfor¬ 
mances of the Merce Cunning¬ 
ham Dance Company at Zeller-

when I found out about [San 
Francisco-based] Project Inform 
after he died, I was angry. And 
when I met Marty [Project In¬ 
form co-founder Martin De¬ 
laney], I went totally bonkers on 
him. And it was not for anything 
he did. In most cities, they don’t 
know about Project Inform.” 

Since then, Carter has includ¬ 
ed references to Project Inform in 
interviews, and she’s become a 
frequent performer at AIDS ben¬ 
efits. Sometimes she donates her 
services, and other times she 
slashes her fee, which is the case 
with her performance with the 
Gay Men’s Chorus. 

“I feel reasons for hope, but if 
you don’t remember the past and 
celebrate it, even if it’s sad, there 
is no future,” she said. “You just 
can’t pretend,‘Oh, we’ve got cock¬ 
tails. That never happened.’ But 
you can still be joyous that you’re 
alive, and joyous of what you can 
do to help.” 

R & r orders 

Carter was on her back as she 
talked, on doctor’s orders follow¬ 
ing a recent hernia operation. 
“I’m supposed to recline for a few 
days, and then it’s back to the 
gym,” she said. “I want to lose 30 
pounds before I come up to see 
you. Okay, girl, get real. I’d have to 
be jumping the rest of my life to 
lose 30 pounds.” 

A much more serious opera¬ 
tion nearly ended her life in 1992 
when severe headaches led to the 
discovery of two aneurysms press¬ 
ing against her brain. Because of 
her weight, doctors removed the 
aneurysms in separate operations. 
But Carter was back to full speed 


within a year, a recovery fueled by 
her concerns for her young adopt¬ 
ed sons, both now 9. 

There were earlier travails, in¬ 
cluding a rape at age 16 that pro¬ 
duced a daughter, and an addic¬ 
tion to cocaine that lasted from her 
Broadway days in Ain’t Misbe¬ 
havin’ through most of her long 
television run in Gimme a Break. 
She credits Liza Minnelli for get¬ 
ting her into a rehab program that 
finally worked. 

Along the way, there were a 
couple of marriages and several 
miscarriages, leading to her deci¬ 
sion to adopt. She converted to 
Judaism in the mid-’80s, and she’s 
grooming at least one of her sons 
to be “the first black Jewish presi¬ 
dent of the United States.” They 
can go into show business, she 
adds, once she is dead and buried. 

Through it all, Carter said she 


has emerged as “a very happy per¬ 
son” who doesn’t fret too much 
about her career. “As long as I’m 
happy and I’m working,” she said. 
“I would love to do Broadway 
again, and I’d love to do a series 
again, and if it happens, it hap¬ 
pens. But I’m more excited about 
the concert coming up. I’m very 
honored that I get a chance to 
sing with them because they 
could have had anyone. Of 
course, I probably would have 
killed the person who chose that 
other star. Not that I claim to be a 
big star. Well, big, yes.” ▼

While the 
maestro’s away 


SF Symphony plays with guest conductors

HP wo weeks of San Francisco 
Symphony concerts without 
II Music Director Michael 
Tilson Thomas at the helm have 
proved something about his lead¬ 
ership — namely, the orchestra is 
playing better than ever. The guest 
conductors have been perfectly 
satisfactory and the programs 
more than adequate, but it is the 
quality of performance that has 
impressed us the most. 

Jiri Belohlavek, founder and 
Music Director of the Prague 
Chamber Philharmonic Orches¬ 
tra, made his SFS debut in March 
1994 with a memorable concert 
that included Penderecki’s searing 
Viola Concerto featuring our own 
Geraldine Walther as soloist. That 
bill also showed his flair with 
Dvorak in that composer’s 
thrilling Slavonic Dances. Two 
years later, he returned with more 
Dvorak and the seldom per¬ 
formed G minor Piano Concerto. 

After another two-year inter¬ 
val, Belohlavek returned this 
month, still offering fairly obscure 
Dvorak and almost making us be¬ 
lieve the tone poems are as good 
as the symphonies. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, the centerpiece of this year’s 
program simply couldn’t hold a 
candle to the startling emotional¬ 
ism of Penderecki’s utterance or 
the melodious lines of Dvorak’s 
piano essay. 

Russian-born violinist Boris 
Belkin made his debut here with 
the Violin Concerto in D minor, 
Opus 8 by Richard Strauss and, 
while we could applaud his origi¬ 
nality in choice, it is a negligible 
piece that offers little insight to 
Strauss or to Belkin’s superior 
technique. A few bravura mo¬ 
ments and some decorative 
touches make the Concerto pleas¬ 
ant enough listening, but Belkin 
has made his name with 
Shostakovich and Paganini. This 
was an almost willful avoidance of 
showiness that only hinted at this 
accomplished performer’s re¬ 
serves of power. 

The concert opened with 
Smetana’s fizzing Overture to The 
Bartered Bride and continued

youthful appearance and de¬ 
meanor belie his 46 years, but 
then Michael Tilson Thomas is 
older still, and he is every bit as 
lively. Wolff’s similar attitude was 
echoed in his choice of program. 

A fairly mixed bag of the old, 
new and relatively modern added 
up to a satisfying, but rather brief 
evening. Mozart’s Serenade in C 
minor for Winds was a delightful 
opener— perfectly apt for the 
summery weather we were enjoy¬ 
ing. It was well-paced and 
demonstrated how versatile our 
players can be in an intimate 
showcase. 

Peter Lieberson’s Viola Con¬ 
certo (first SFS performances) 
brought Principal Violist Geral¬ 
dine Walther into the spotlight 
once more. How accomplished 
and fine a player she has become! 
Of course, her overnight success 
has been achieved after 23 years 
with the orchestra. She still dis¬ 
plays an endearing air of shyness, 
but she has matured into a major 
artist — poised and confident as 
well. 

Lieberson’s Concerto is in two, 
rather than the usual three move¬ 
ments, and it does not appear to 
have more on its mind than pleas¬ 
ant diversion. There are enough 
moments of bravura to prove that 
the viola is more than second fid¬ 
dle to the brilliant violin, and the 
first movement, Rhapsody, has 
some lovely and thoughtful 
touches. The second movement, 
Sc °rzo, is lively and snappy. 
W t played beautifully 
throughout and managed a co¬ 
herent line over some tricky 
rhythmic background. 

Peter Lieberson was on hand 
for the regular pre-concert lec¬ 
ture, and his intelligent remarks

Wolff whistles

Conductor Hugh Wolff 
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Through the Glass lightly 

'Monsters of Grace' at Zellerbach Auditorium in Berkeley

rolific is as prolific does. 
Last week, Bay Area audi¬ 
ences encountered major 
performances of weirdly compa¬ 
rable works by two composers 
who are seldom mentioned in the 
same breath but represented the 
leaders of the pack in their re¬ 
spective eras and put out, musi¬ 
cally speaking, in a big way. Cal 
Performances gave a notable five 
performances (guaranteed and 
actual sell-outs) of Mon¬ 
sters of Grace f a Philip 
Glass-Robert Wilson 
collaboration that it 
seems to have been 
one of the few arts 
organizations not to 
have co-commis- 
sioned. (This “Digital 
Opera in 
Three 
Dimen¬ 
sions” 

ended a 33-city international tour 
in Zellerbach Auditorium.) And 
at week’s end Philharmonia 
Baroque Orchestra gave the first 
of five performances of Haydn’s 
The Seasons, with which it brings 
its current season to a close. 

There was no mistaking either 
work as fully representative Glass 
or Haydn, but there was little mis¬ 
taking, either, that with these 
works both composers were get¬ 
ting by with business as usual 
rather than staking out new terri¬ 
tory. Is more better? Even the po¬ 
tent combination of genius and 
public acclaim would appear to 
have its price. 

It’s hard to ascertain what 
Robert Wilson’s contribution to 
Monsters is, precisely. The visuals 
in the 3-D projections that made 
up the whole of the nonmusical 
show had an austere beauty of a 
Wilsonian variety, and the Mon¬ 
drian-like geometries and pene¬ 
trating vertical and horizontal 
shafts of light recalled similar ele¬ 
ments in his stage works, if with 
muted power. A team of comput¬ 
er animators, however resource¬ 
ful, is still incapable of outdoing a 
master of live performance, and 
that — even for an audience not 
just willing but eager to don those 
cardboard 3-D glasses for 75 min¬ 
utes (I’m not at all convinced that 
the real show in Zellerbach wasn’t 
for the members of the Philip 
Glass Ensemble, who got to watch 
us all sitting there in our multi- 
mediaed stupor) : — and that, 
folks, is the good news for the the¬ 
ater arts at the end of the century. 

The show boasted compelling 
images of desertscapes that magi¬ 
cally metamorphosed into 
seascapes; enormous, liquid geo¬ 


metric shapes that floated out 
over the audience; what at first 
appeared to be a tennis ball or ex¬ 
otic tropical fruit that turned out, 
from a slowly revolving perspec¬ 
tive, to be a cat sleeping (my per¬ 
sonal favorite); a “little boxes” 
suburban landscape across which 
a bird flew and a bicyclist slowly 
rode out over the audience; and 
disembodied feet and hands, one 
of the latter of which was slowly 
carved open by a scalpel. Whether 
it was art remains an open ques¬ 
tion. That it was absorbing on its 
own terms is beyond doubt. 

Glass’ score has 
been welcomed as 
one of his most beau¬ 
tiful in recent years, 
but you couldn’t prove 
that by me. I’ve found 
his music bearable only 
when it accompanies visu¬ 
als that 
are com¬ 
pelling in 
their own 
right (or rite; in the past I’ve ap¬ 
preciated his Gandhi opera, 
Satyagraha, and really liked his 
soundtrack for Koyaanisqatsi), 
and for me the effort of telling 
one piece from another has con¬ 
sistently been confounded by the 
mentally anesthetizing quality of 
the music itself. To these ears, it 
just seems to come like an endless 
bolt of yardgoods; snip off as 
much as you need to cover the 
space at hand. But I recognize that 
I’m in the minority here. What I 
can say is that, in Zellerbach once 
again, those who liked liking it 
liked it, to use the locution of 
Gertrude Stein, who for me has 
always known more about the 
power of repetition than Glass 
and his fellow minimalists. 

The undeniable power of 
Monsters of Grace is the Rumi 
poems Glass takes as his texts — 
and sets in a way that the words 
for the most part come across 
clearly. Even if the 13th-century 
Sufi poet has become the flavor of 
the month in artistic as well as 
spiritual circles, his poetry retains 
its force today. Loose it anywhere, 
and it exerts its power anew. 

I admit that, in context, I had 
a cynical take on “Where Every¬ 
thing is Music,” the first of 13 
Rumi verses Glass sets. “Don’t 
worry about saving these songs!” 
Rumi begins (I thought, 
“Gotcha”). “And if one of our in¬ 
struments breaks, it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter. We have fallen into the place 
where everything is music.” (“In 
your dreams,” quoth I.) But by the 
poem’s final line, “Stop the words 
now,” my resistance was already 
broken down. It’s hard not to suc¬ 
cumb to Rumi’s exhortation to 
“open the window in the center of

tainly helped this listener in un¬ 
derstanding what he was hoping 
to achieve. He likes the viola and 
he has given other fanciers of that 
instrument a happy addition to 
the growing repertoire. How 
lucky he was to find Geraldine 
Walther to perform his piece. 

The evening concluded with 
Rachmaninoff’s scintillating Sym¬ 
phonic Dances, Opus 45. Con¬ 
ductor Wolff took a long overview 
of the score, and the first move¬ 
ment seemed curiously under¬ 
powered until it could be judged 
as part of a cumulative effect. The 


gorgeous central section, with one 
of those maddeningly unforget¬ 
table melodies, was almost like a 
love scene from an ideal film ver¬ 
sion of Anna Karenina. The or¬ 
chestra played divinely, with some 
exquisite solo turns. The finale 
was also vintage Rachmaninoff, 
and the method in Wolff’s earlier 
restraint became apparent. With 
all the stops out, the musicians 
tore the house down. 

MTT needn’t worry about 
guest conductors supplanting 
him, he has made the orchestra 
play this well. When he returns to 
the podium for the Stravinsky fes¬ 
tival in June, he can be told his 
players did him proud while he 
was away. T 



your chest, and let the spirits fly in 
and out,” which is more or less 
what happened over the next hour 
and 20 minutes. As I listened to 
“My Worst Habit,” a real-time per¬ 


sonal enmity that had been dis¬ 
turbing me dissolved in a moment 
of grace. Rumi made me roomy, 
than which far worse things can 
happen in concert halls. 


‘Seasons’ to taste 

Philharmonia gave one of its 
great performances with Haydn’s 
The Creation a few seasons back, 
which made me eager for The Sea¬ 
sons. But for all its musical virtues, 
beautifully articulated in Elisa¬ 
beth LeGuin’s program note, The 
Seasons is a lesser work. It was al¬ 
most literally the last gasp from 
Haydn — a composer of unbe¬ 
lievable fecundity who had al¬ 
ready left the world an enormous 
treasure trove of first-rate music 
by that point in his long life — 
and Friday night that’s the way it 
sounded. The orchestra played 
decently, the soloists were fine, 
and the Philharmonia Chorale 
mustered amazing energy in 
Herbst Theatre, where the season 
du jour was sweltering summer. I 
only made it three seasons. 

Speaking of which, Three Sea¬ 
sons, the Tony Bui film that took 
the top prizes at Sundance and 
opened the Asian-American Film 
Festival last month, is due to 
begin its commercial run at the 
end of this month. In this deeply 
moving film set in present-day 
Vietnam, the director, a 26-year- 
old Bay Arean who came here 
from Saigon with his family when 
he was two, weaves four narrative 
strands with masterful agility and 
an astonishing sense of dramatic 
counterpoint. One of them is 
about the power of music, about 
which enough said for now. Don’t 
miss it. Betcha can’t see it just 
once. ▼

Moorish 

dreams 


W ho among us has not harbored 
notions of traveling to Spain 
and indulging in passionate 
affairs with sensitive, dark-eyed souls 
who sing sweet Andalusian tunes in 
our ears while leading us through en¬ 
chanted places like the Great Mosque 
in Cordoba, the Giralda Minaret in 
Sevilla, or the Royal City of the Al¬ 
hambra in Granada? 

All those places are elegant re¬ 
minders of the 700-year period when Is¬ 
lamic Moors transformed what is now 
Spain into a thriving realm of culture 
and world trade. Some of us may indeed 
be lucky enough to visit those locales 
and realize our fantasies, but for most, 
Spain is but a distant alluring dream. 

Yet this Friday and Saturday at 
HerbstTheatre, a slice of Moorish life 
will be coming to us as Humanities 
West presents A Spanish Paradise: 
Moors in Andalusia. It’s a program of 
performances and lectures designed to 
stir our romantic blood as a host of 
musicians, dancers, and lecturers 
recreate that period after the 630s 
when Muslim armies burst out of the 
Arabian Peninsula and spread in a 
great wave of conquest that eventually 
reached deep into the heart of Europe.

Learning our 
leather ABC’s

A record crowd of almost 300 
gay and straight leather and 
SM people gathered in San 
Francisco last weekend to attend 
the 3rd Leather Leadership Con¬ 
ference (LLC3). 

The action, which took place 
at at the Holiday Inn at Van Ness 
Ave. & Pine St., included work¬ 
shops geared toward enhancing 
the leadership skills of young and 
new adherents to our lifestyle, all 
in the hopes they will someday 
take active roles in guiding the 
leather nation. 

Needless to say, the various 
workshop presenters also learned 
a thing or two by dropping in on 
other presentations, further aug¬ 
menting their own skills. 

Guy Baldwin served as the 
keynote speaker at the conference 
opening on Friday night, April 16, 
and didn’t disappoint. He offered 
a concise interpretation of leader¬ 
ship — defining it to make clear 
who has the knack, and who only 
thinks they have it. 

Mr. Baldwin told it exactly like 
it is. And while no one in partic¬ 
ular was pointed out, almost 
everyone listening had a name 
or two in mind, reflecting on 
a person or persons they 
know or have known f ' 
who consider them¬ 
selves “leaders” when, in 
fact, they have no fol¬ 
lowers. 

The name Ron 
Hadfield came to 
mind in this context. 

It was made plain as 
day. Any so-called leader, who 
rules rather than leads, is not a 
leader at all. 

It was an inspiring, insightful 
talk. And while telling it like it is, 
Mr. Baldwin sprinkled his com¬ 
ments with humor to soften some 
of the biting truths. 

It’s no wonder Mr. Baldwin is 


still held in high esteem. As he 
demonstrates, true leaders gain 
nothing by tooting their own 
horn. If you’re a true leader, 
you inspire others to toot 
horns for you. Such a 
man is Guy Baldwin. 

That opening speech 
served as a preview of the 
dialogue that emanated 
i many work- 
for the rest of 
the weekend. The ses¬ 
sions ran the gamut 
from such basics as 
how to write a press release, to 
more controversial issues, such as 
the pros and cons of what many 
regard as the motto (slogan, 
credo, mantra, or what have you) 
of the leather/SM community: the 
much-touted phrase, “Safe, Sane, 
Consensual” (SSC). 

Clear definitions seemed elu¬ 


sive. I would gladly have paid $50 
for a simple dictionary during 
that SSC workshop. The three 
words were dissected, debated, 
raked over the coals, looked at 
from multiple angles, re-defined, 
re-interpretated, and re-concep- 
tualized. There was even a sugges¬ 
tion that SCC be changed to 
FRACK: “Functional, Reasonable, 
Aware, Consensual and Knowl¬ 
edgeable.” 

It will remain SSC for the fore¬ 
seeable future. 

Countless people are to be 
thanked for their leadership ef¬ 
forts in conjunction with LLC3, 
but most of the accolades must go 
to Peter Fiske of The 15 Associa¬ 
tion, Steve Koenig of the Janus So¬ 
ciety, and John Weis of New York’s 
GMSMA. It was Mr. Weis who 
initiated these conferences three

Drama at 
the G LAMAs 

3rd Annual Gay and 
Lesbian Music Awards

T his is just like a scene from a 
fucking movie.” Truer words 
were never spoken than those 
uttered by Sandra Bernhard, mak¬ 
ing her way through the balcony, 
upon learning that she had lost her 
second of two GLAMA (Gay and 
Lesbian American Music Award) 
nominations at the third annual 
GLAMA ceremonies held at the 
Manhattan Center in New York 
City on Monday, April 12. Bernhard 
was nominated, and deservedly so, 
in both the Cast Recording and 
Comedy categories for the tracks 
“Nightingale” and “Fabulous Trip 
To Morocco” from her album (and 
stage show of the same name), I’m 
Still Here... Damn It! 

There was, of course, no doubt 
that Bernhard was still here, espe¬ 
cially when she took the stage to 
perform “Nightingale,” accompa¬ 
nied on piano by Mitch Kaplan. 
Bernhard’s performance was one 
of a handful of solid live perfor¬ 
mances during the course of the 
evening. Other live performance 
high points included Steven 
Kowalczyk’s (who actually made 
jazz sexy, something the evening’s 
master of ceremonies and Come¬ 
dy GLAMA nominee Karen 
Williams didn’t think was possi¬ 
ble) riveting performance of his 
nominated song “Mother of 
Mothers” (from the Fruit Cocktail 
compilation); Candy Kane (also a 
nominee in the jazz category), ac¬ 
companied on keyboards by Sue 
Palmer, performing her sticky 
cover of “Candy” that was sweet to 
the ears; Barnes (a multi-category 
nominee whose one win was an 
unexpected one in the Dance 
Music category), tearing up the 
stage (accompanied by his man¬ 
ager Paul V scratching on turnta¬ 
bles) with his song “Boy With A 
Secret”; two-time nominee Mark 
Weigle (who began his perfor¬ 
mance by reading from an Armis- 
tead Maupin novel); and Album 
Of The Year nominee Melissa Fer- 
rick (who performed the infec¬ 
tious title track from her nomi¬ 
nated disc Everything I Need). 

As for the “fucking movie” at¬ 
mosphere of the evening, it could 
be attributed to the fact that there 
was definitely a whiff of drama in 
the air. Controversy could be 
found in a few categories, particu¬ 
larly the Female Artist category. In 
addition to nominee Veronika 
Klaus (a San Francisco-based 
male-to-female transsexual), 
there was the recently married (to 
a man) Ani DiFranco, who was 
also receiving the OUTMUSIC 
Award. All controversy dissolved 
when the wonderful SONiA won 
for her album Almost Chocolate. 

In accepting her OUTMUSIC 
Award (“given to a recording 
artist, group or songwriter who 
has advanced gay/lesbian music 
through their work as an out mu¬ 
sician”), Di Franco addressed her 
detractors in a compelling and 
powerful speech. Near tears at one 
point, DiFranco clearly had a pro¬ 
found effect on the audience.

versy in some camps, because it 
was thought that his coming out 
was done under fire and not from 
his personal ancTcreative evolu¬ 
tion. Whatever! The fact remains 
that he was able to score nomina¬ 
tions in three categories. Vaughan 
Arnell, who directed the video for 
“Outside,” received the Video 
GLAMA, and Michael won one of 
his remaining two nominations in 
the Pop category. The GLAMA for 
the other category in which he 
was nominated, Male Artist of 
the Year, was one of the evening’s 
stunning upsets, going to John 
Boswell. Elizabeth Ziff of BETTY 
accepted the award on Boswell’s 
behalf, saying that he told her to 
tell everyone that he is “a really big 
fag,” and then proceeding to give 
out what she said was his home 
phone number in Los Angeles. 

Other upsets and surprises oc¬ 
curred in the Band/Duo/Group 
category, where Paxton (a 
“straightforward rock band) got 
the GLAMA; the Pop Instrumen¬ 
tal award went to Teresa Trull & 
Barbara Higbie (for the title track 
of their Playtime disc); Rick 
Jensen, in his acceptance speech 
for the Cabaret Category, ac¬ 
knowledged the loss of two nom¬ 
inees (Michael Callen and Keith 
Christopher), and thanked his 
friend, the late Nancy Lamott; 
Chicago’s Windy City Performing 
Arts offshoot Unison Lesbian & 
Gay Singers won for their version 
of “Jingle Bells” (from their holi¬ 
day disc Glad Tidings We Bring); 
and The Klezmatics triumphed in 
the Acoustic/Folk category for 
“Ovnt Lid” from The Well. In ac¬ 
cepting their GLAMA, Alicia Svi- 
gals of The Klezmatics said, “Wow, 
we are so surprised. Queer Yid¬ 
dishes never get awards.” She also 
thanked the band’s record label, 
Xenophile, for “being homophile.” 

Two of the last three awards of 
the evening, in the Debut Artist 
and Rock/Alternative categories, 
went pretty much as expected. 
The winners, Rufus Wainwright 
and Bob Mould, respectively, were 
almost sure things in those cate¬ 
gories. Mould, who is no longer 
performing live, was thrilled at 
winning the GLAMA, and is cur¬ 
rently at work on some new 
songs. The Album of the Year cat¬ 
egory held perhaps the biggest 
surprise of the evening. Recently 
dropped from her contract with 
major label Mercury (a result of 
the recent messy megamerger 
with Universal), Laura Love now 
has GLAMA to help ease the pain. 
Perhaps it will help her in getting 
signed to another record label so 
that we can get a chance to hear 
the follow-up to her GLAMA- 
winning Shum Ticky. ▼
